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Cincinnati,  July  28. — Although 
showers  had  been  predicted,  the  sun 
broke  from  a  cloudless  sky  when  the 
early  morning  haze  had  lifted  from 
the  city  today  and  was  shining  un- 
dimmed  when  at  the  precise  hour  of 
7  o'clock  the  notification  day  program 
formally  was  begun  w-ith  a  salute  of 
bombs  fired  from  the  hill  tops  and 
exploding  high  in  the  air.  The  crash 
and  echoes  of  the  shots,  reverberating 
from  the  seven  hills,  were  heard 
throughout  the  city  and  far  info  the 
country,  giving  notice  that  the  day 
Cincinnati  had  long  awaited  as  a  time 
of  holiday  and  merrymaking  had  at 
last  arrived. 

Probably  never  before  in  its  history 
has  the  city  been  more  profusely  dec- 
orated than  now.  Ey  day  the  streets 
arc  a  mass  of  waving  colors,  while  by 
night  countless  electric  bulbs  outline 
tall  buildings  in  vari-colored  splendor 
and  form  decorative  designs  of  un- 
usual beauty.  Following  the  sugges- 
tion of  the  local  committee  in  charge 
of  notification  day  arrangements,  the 
American  Hag  has  been  almost  exclu- 
sively used  in  the  decoration  of  the 
city  and  from  practically  every  down- 
town building  the  Stars  and  Stripes 
were  fluttering  throughout  the  day. 
Several  of  the  taller  "sky  scrapers"  of 
the  city,  rising  sixteen  stories  and 
more  above  the  sidewalk,  displayed  a 
flag  from  every  window. 

The  downtown  streets  and  the  thor- 
oughfares leading  to  the  residence  of 
Charles  P.  Taft,  at  Fourth  and  Pike 
streets,  were  thronged  with  visitors, 
sightseers  and  residents  of  the  city, 
anxious  to  witness  and  take  part  in 
the  day's  celebration.

Senator  Warner  and  gentlemen  of  the 
committee:  I  am  deeply  sensible  Of  the 
honor  which  the  Republican  national 
convention  has  conferred  on  me  in  the 
nomination  which  you  formally  tender 
1  accept  it  with  full  appreciation  of 
the    responsibility    It    Imposes. 

REPUBLICAN  STKENCiTH  IN 
MAINTENANCE  OF  KOUSE- 
VELT  POLICIES. 

Gentlemen,  the  str«ngth  uf  the  Re- 
publican cause  in  the  canipaien  ftt 
hand  is  in  the  fact  that  we  nprosent 
policies  essential  to  the  reform  of 
known  abuses;  ti>  the  continuance  of 
liberty  and  true  prosperity,  and  that 
we  are  d«ternilned.  as  our  platform  un- 
equivocally decbircs,  to  maintain  them 
and  carry  them  on.  For  more  than  ten 
years  th'is  country  passi  d  through  an 
epoch  of  material  development  far  be- 
yond any  that  ever  occurred  in  tae 
world  before.

STUDY  ECONOMY. 

Rich     American    Girls    Are 

Struggling   With  Dress 

Problem. 

It  has  been  said  so  often  that  the 
American  girl  is  .spoiled,  horribly 
spoiled,  that  lots  of  people  are  really 
beginning  to  accept  the  statement  liter- 
ally, says  Mns.  psborn  in  the  August 
Delineator.  Of  course,  I  do  not  take 
the  Btand  that  ahe  is  perfect;  perf?-- 
tlon  is  apt  to  bo  so  deadly  dull  and 
uninteresting  that  I  am  glad  that  ffhe 
still  has  left  a  few  human,  lovable 
faults  and  fallings. 

But  I  am  convinced  that  the  new 
tendency  in  modern  child-training  will 
do  away  to  a  great  extent  with  tho 
charges  of  extravagance  and  bal  t.xsie 
that  are  laid  at,  her  door.  The  unin- 
itiated who  read  :the-8enatlonal  news- 
papers flrmly  believe  that  the  daughter 
of  the  rich  has  a  private  Income  that 


would  support  a  dozen  orphan  asylums, 
end  that  she  never  wears  a  frock  but 
once,  and  then  onlv  for  half  an  hour, 
On  the  contrary,  it  Is  quite  a  fad 
among  the  fashlonoble  at  present  to 
put  their  daughters  on  a  dress  allow- 
ance— and  not  a  large  one  either— at 
a  very  early  age.  I  have  seen  girls  of 
ID  and  lb  struggling  with  the  problem 
of  keeping  within  their  incomes  that 
promises  well  for  tho  well-planned 
wardrobes  of  the  next  generation  of 
American  women. 

They  aro  very  conscientious  about  it, 
too,  these  small  business  women  in 
short  skirts.  The  mother  who  Insti- 
tuted the  allowance  is  only  too  often 
the  weaker  member  of  the  contracting 
parties.  It  Is  an  amusing  reversal  of 
old  conditions  to  hear  the  daughters 
arguing  eccjnomy  and  common  sense. 

The  mother,  weakly:  "But  really, 
darling.  I  think  you  ought  to  have  It." 

The  child,  kindly  but  firmly:  "No. 
mother,  I  do  not  need  that  pink  pon- 
gee; my  white  linen  Is  good  enough." 

It  is  quite  a  hobby  of  mine  that  you 
cannot  begin  too  early  to  give  a  girl 
a  sense  of  proportion;  to  develop  her 
feeling  of  fitness  of  things  in  dress,  to 
educato  her  taste  aa  carefully  as  you 
would  train  her  voice  or  her  mind. 
She  oug}it  to  be  taught  the  beauty  of 
completion  when  she  is  dressing  her 
dolls,  and  discrimination  of  color  when 
she  Is  picking  out  her  hair  ribbons. 

The  mother  who  keops  her  child's 
clothes  entirely  in  her  own  hands  until 
she  has  reached  voung  womanhood  is 
doing  her  a  grea\  Injustice.  A  well- 
dressed  woman  isn't  made  in  a  day, 
and  a  fine  discernment  and  discrim- 
ination in  dross  only  comes  with  years 
of  experience,  during  which  the  faculty 
of  selection  can  be  developed  to  a  very 
high  degree  of  perfection. 

Jewel  Etiquette. 

It  takes  instinctive  good  taste  to 
know  when  jewelry  Is  allowable  and 
in  good  form.  Very  often,  however, 
women,  knowing  perfectly  well  that 
they  are  violating  the  law  of  good  taste, 
persist  in  the  promiscuous  wearing  of 
Jewels  at  all  times  of  the  day. 

Jewels,  excepting  rings,  should  never 
be  Avorn  except  when  the  costume  is  at 
least  semi-dressy.  Necklaces  and 
bracelets  ara  most  distinctly  out  of 
place  with  a  strictly  tailored  gown, 
although  rings  are  allowable. 

It  is  conservative  to  say  that  orna- 
ments should  never  be  worn  before 
12  o'clock  midday,  and  it  is  better  to 
avoid  them  until  after  3  o'clock  in  the 
afternoon.  One  bangle,  or  several 
plain  ones,  a  few  rings  and  a  watch 
chain  may  be  worn  at  any  time,  no 
matter  how  early  the  hour. 

Just  as  men  always  wait  until  after 
6  before  wearing  evening  dress,  just 
as  no  one  would  ever  wear  a  watch 
with  a  ball  gown,  these  little  laws  of 
fastidious  fashion  are  quite  univer- 
sally obeyed. 

Girls  before  18  should  never  wear 
precious  atones,  unless  it  be  one  hand- 
some ring.  When  school  days  are  over 
and  long  skirts  are  adopted  they  may 
wear  what  Jewels  they  see  fit,  provid- 
ing they  do  not  deck  themselves  In  a 
conspicuous  way. 

New  Cushions. 

The  fashion  for  cotton  prints  In  all 
forms  for  trimming  clothes  has  now- 
spread  to  cushions.  In  truth,  this  Is 
pretty  much  \Vhere  it  belongs. 

In  other  days  there  used  to  be  attrac- 
tive cushions  made  of  East  Indian 
prints  for  summer  sofas  and  porch 
chairs,  but  lately  they  have  not  been 
plentiful. 

Now  they  are  coming  back  In  full 
force.  You  can  get  them  In  the  shops 
or  buy  the  material  to  cover  plain  pil- 
lows. By  the  way,  It  Is  not  a  good  plan 
to  put  a  fresh  new  cover  over  a  faded, 
dusty  one  that  has  seen  service  all  win- 
ter. 

Throw  this  cover  away,  wipe  off  the 
cotton  or  linen  Keneafh  -wiih  grnsnllne. 
put  It  In  the  sun  for  a  day  or  two,  aiid 
when  It  is  entirely  fresh  put  on  the  new- 
cover.

Th.  jilMva  i.s  the  ruling  of  the  court 
liaiided  down  by  Judge  Dibell  in  the 
McAuliffe  case  this  morning.  It  wa.« 
made  alt(  :  1"  th  attorneys  had  rested 
their  cashes  with  the  understanding 
that  such  a  judgment  be  handed  down. 
Fc  r  a  time  it  looked  as  if  a  con.para- 
tively  little  matter  might  delay  the 
case.  The  judgment,  as  originally 
drawn  up,  prnvuied  fir  the  Immedi- 
ate delivery  of  the  boy  to  Dr.  Mc- 
Auliffe. This  Mrs.  McAuIlffe  objected 
to,  saying  that  slie  would  not  be  Im- 
pot^ed  upon  a  minute  longer.  Dr.  Mc- 
AuUffc  was  also  stubborn,  but  It  was 
tliially-  agreed  that  the  boy  might  re- 
main In  his  mf>ther's  possc-s.sion  for 
the  remainder  of  the  week,  and  the 
case  was  called  off. 

The  point  upon  which  no  agreement 
could  be  reached  yesterday  was  the 
(juestlon  of  who  was  to  have  the  boy 
on  Sundays,  Mrs.  McAullffe  claiming 
th;it  she  was  entitled  to  him  on  alter- 
nate Sundays,  even  during  the  school 
year.  This  point  was  yielded  by  Mrs. 
Mc-^uliffe  when  the  settlement  was 
effecte<l   about    f>   o'clock   last   evening. 

The  finding  of  the  court  completely 
exiai*  rates  Mr."--.  McAuliffe  of  the  In- 
siau.itlnn.'i  which  have  been  made 
.  :-;:i:i.vt  ler  character  during  the  case, 
aud  pronounces  her.  as  well  as  Dr. 
McAuliffe,  a  fit  and  proper  person  for 
the  care  of  the  child. 

Tlu>  Finding*. 

The  coxnt  finds: 

"That  Mrs.  MeAuliffe  has  made  use 
of  intoxicating  liquors  while  entcr- 
tahiing  in  her  home,  and  v.-hen  enter- 
taiiH  d  at  homes  f>f  some,  but  not  all. 
of  her  friends,  and  to  some  extent 
she  has  ma<le  such  use  at  public  cafes 
i'  '  •  '  ity.  and  on  many  of  the  occa- 
iien  Mrs.  McAuliffe  has  used 
i  xa.iiing  liquors,  thous^h  not  upon 
aii.  Dr.  McAuliffe  has  been  present, 
and  when  present,  he  has  many  times 
participated,  though  his  general  atti- 
tude has  been  opposed  thereto;  that 
Mrs.  McAullffe  has  not  become  ad- 
(i'  1  to  the  use  of  intoxkaling 
le  ...  . -.  nor  has  she  made  such  use 
ill  private  nor  has  she  become  in- 
toxicated by  such  u.se,  and  such  use 
has  been  suhstHnllaHy  like  that  of 
many.  thou>;h  not  of  all,  of  her  inti- 
inatc  womeii  friends  in  her  own  so- 
ciety circle." 

The  court  also  ruled  that  the  allega- 
ti«ms  made  In  Dr.  McAuliffe's  affidavit. 
relating  to  Mrs.  McAuliffe  fre<!uentlng 
cafes:  and  wine  rooms  with  men  about 
town,  except  as  stated  in  the  above 
paragraph,  were  untrue;  also  that  it 
wa.*;  net  true  that  there  were  cfintag- 
ious  dii;>  a.^t  -^  at  Ihe  house  of  her  rela- 
tives. 

The  order  finds  that  Mrs.  McAullffe 
has  been  solicitous  for  the  welfare  of 
her  child,  and  when  in  the  house  of  lier 
husband  gave  (he  child  careful,  af- 
f.  etionate  and  capable  attention  and 
training. 

In  regard  to  Dr.  Mc.\ullffe's  fitness 
to  care  for  the  cidld,  the  court  found 
that  ho  had  always  provided  well  for 
It  and  wn.<?  able  to  continue  doing  so; 
that  his  home  was  a  lit  place  for  the 
child  and  that  he  was  a  fit  person 
for  its  custody. 

The  final  finding  of  fact  In  the  order, 
is  that  it  is  ftir  the  best  interest  of  the 
eh. Id.  that  his  custody,  care,  and  con- 
trol  should   be    in   Dr.    McAuliffe. 

Neither  Dr.  McAuliffe  nor  his  wife 
may  remove  the  child  from  the  juris- 
■  ]'\<  t!on  of  the  court  without  first  secur- 
the  written  consent  of  the  other,  unkss 
upon  order  of  the  court  after  liearing. 

There  are  no  financial  considerations 
invohed  in  the  case.  It  is  understood 
iu  ..ever  that  there  is  a  strong  proba- 

a  ly  that  divorce  proceedings  will  be 
cojnmenced  by  Mrs.  McAuliffe  in  the 
near  future  to  get  matters  settled  in  a 
more  definite  manner. 

Both  sides  are  eminently  satisfied 
with  the  arrangement  in  regard  to  the 
(■•;-'  -H-  of  the  child.  The  child  is 
j.  its  father,  but  Mrs.  McAullffe 

t  :aa:is  that  she  has  gained,  in  that  Dr. 
McAuliffe's  attitude  at  the     beginning 
of   the   case   was   that   she   should   not 
have  the  child  for  a  moment. 
Yesterday's  Hearing. 

Th^  rase  went  on  yesterday  afternoon 
at  2  o'clock  as  tchedulud.  tlie  morning 
rt>nfcrence  having  failed  of  result.  Tlie 
little  l»oy  was  not  In  court,  and  Mrs.  Mc- 
.-Vulltfe  "appeared  tired  and  worn  by  the 
strain  of  the  last  few  days. 

Mr.  Culkin,  .Mrs.  McAuliffe's  attorney, 
caUtd  I'r.  McAuliffe  to  the  stand  for 
er«>ss-(xainination.  He  pursued  the  same 
taetits  which  were  used  by  Attorney  Mc- 
Clan  n  for  Dr.  McAullffe  when  Mrs.  Mc- 
Auliffe was  on  the  stand. 

Tndir  the  fire  of  his  questioning  Dr. 
McAullffe  slated  that  he  was  a  com- 
municant at  the  cathedral,  but  admitted 
that  he  but  seldom  sent  the  t>oy  to  church 
nad  never  to  Sunday  school.  About  twice 
la  three  years  he  took  his  son  to  church. 
he  said.  Tie  said  that  he  himself,  as 
v.ell  as  the  boy's  mother,  had  taught 
him  prayers  and  other  things  abc<ut  the 
church. 

He  ndmllted  that  he  •was  in  the  habit 
of  ktf'plng  liquor  in  his  home.  There  was 
probably  sonu-  there  new,  he  said.  He 
had  been  at  Boyle's,  on  the  steamer 
Cbipher,  at  the  Spalding  cafe,  and  at 
private  residences  where  liquor  was 
drunk.  He  had  protested  against  It  on 
a  number  of  these  occasions. 

There  were  a  number  of  pieces  of  fur- 
niture In  the  house  he  admitted,  which 
had  been  given  to  himself  and  his  wife 


.^Olntl.v  as  Christmnl^  presents.  He  ad- 
mitted that  he  was  retainin,g  these.  He 
denied  that  he  demanded  the  return  of 
the  fur  coat  and  tha  rings  which  he  had 
L'iven  his  wife.  He  did  not,  however, 
furnish  her  with  any  money  when  she 
left  hlin. 

Mr.  Culkin  then  bccan  questioning  the 
witness  as  to  big  relations  with  Mrs. 
Blackwood,  who  before  her  marriage 
was  employed  In  his  office.  He  said  that 
he  had  token  the  huy  to  the  Blackwoods' 
cottage  to  be  cared  for  after  his  mother 
left.  He  said  that  he  had  on  one  occa- 
sion washed  Mrs.  Blackwood's  hair,  but 
that  it  was  to  disinfect  it  after  she  bad 
cared  for  the  boy  through  a  sf>ell  of 
sickness.  He  denied  that  he  ever  called 
her  affectionate  names.  He  went  on  a 
three  weeks'  outing  with  the  Blackwoods, 
he  snld,  but  never  went  driving  with  Mrs. 
Blackwood    alone  on   that   occasion. 

He  took  her  for  drives  about  the  city, 
he  said,  because  he  took  his  little  son, 
and  she  was  taken  to  keep  the  boy  com- 
pany. They  were  always  on  professional 
trips.  He  admitted  that  he  had  taken 
Mrs.  Blackwood  into  his  private  office 
and  locked  the  door,  leaving  his  son  out- 
side, but  said  that  he  was  treating  her 
at  the  time,  and  that  this  was  bis  cus- 
tom  with   all    his   r>atlents. 

Dr.  McAuliffe  admitted  that  while  she 
lived  with  him,  Mrs.  McAuliffe  apparently 
loved  her  son.  She  went  to  church  much 
more  regularly  that  he  did.  he  said.  He 
denied  that  he  had  ever  applied  abusive 
epithets  to  the  father  and  mother  of  his 
wife,  or  thai  he  had  objected  to  her  re- 
lations  with  them. 

At  this  i«olnt  a  request  for  a  recess  by 
Mr.  McClea.rn  was  granted  by  the  Judge 
In  hope  that  some  sort  of  agreement 
might  be  reached.  After  conferring  for 
fifteen  minutes,  no  common  ground  could 
be  reached  and  the  case  was  called 
again. 

l)r.  McAullffe  went  on  the  stand  again, 
called  by  his  own  attorney.  It  was 
brought  out  that  he  had  known  Mrs. 
Hhtekwood  for  a  long  time,  and  that  s>he 
had  come  to  the  house  to  care  lor  the 
boy  while  the  McAuIlffe-s  went  out  to  en. 
tertalnmtnts.  even  before  Mrs.  McAuliffe 
left.  He  said  that  he  ^ad  been  at  Boyle's 
cafe  with  his  wife  or.ce.  under  protest 
Liquor  was  drunk  there  at  the  time,  but 
he  did  nut  drink  any.  He  said  he  bat! 
been  on  the  Steamer  Uopher  with  his 
wife  when  she  had  "Indulged  In  high 
balls  until  she  was  under  the  influence 
of  liquor."  This  she  did  in  spiti-  of  his 
protests.  He  called  her  attention  to  It 
at  the  time  and  afterward,  he  said. 

At  this  point,  Mr.  WHiipple,  attorney 
for  Mrs.  McAullffe  asked  for  a  recfss. 
Judge  Dibell  orotested  that  nearly  every 
privilege  in  this  lino  ha<l  been  granted 
which  be  felt  Justified  in  extending,  al- 
luding to  the  fruitless  work  of  Sunday 
and  yesterday  morning  and  pointing  out 
that  there  was  no  common  meeting 
ground,  apparently.  Mr.  Culkin  then  sub- 
mitted a  statement  of  the  concessions 
which  Mrs.  McAullffe  was  willing  to 
make,  and  the  judge  granted  the  recess. 
An  agreement  was  renched  and  the  judge 
dictated  the  order  given  alKJve,  thus  con- 
cluding the  case.

SEAMEN  ARE 
LAID  OFF 

HutchinsonCompany  Said 

to  Use  Policy  of 

Economy. 

Crew  of  William  Paine 

Discharged  While  Boat 

is  in  Port. 


The  unprofitable  conditions  under 
which  vessel  owners  are  operating  their 
boats  this  season,  and  the  extent  to 
which  they  will  go  for  economy  are 
shown  by  the  action  of  the  Hutchinson 
company  in  laying  oft  nearly  all  of  the 
crew  of  the  steamer  "William  A,  Paine 
to  save  their  wages  while  the  boat  is 
in   port. 

The  Paine  arrived  In  port  Saturday 
and  was  forced  to  wall  for  a  short 
time  for  a  berth  at  the  Northwestern 
dock  No.  1  at  Superior,  for  which  its 
cargo  was  destined.  As  soon  as  the  de- 
lay was  apparent,  the  captain,  acting 
on  orders  from  the  owners.  It  Is  said, 
laid  oft  the  men,  with  the  exception  ot 
the  chief  engineer  ana  one  fireman  to 
keep  up  the  fires,  .the  men  laid  off  hav- 
ing the  privilege  of  returr.Ing  to  their 
joijs  when  the  boat  Is  ready  to  sail. 

It  Is  said  the  Hutchinson  people  have 
been  following  the  plan  for  some  weeks 
on  all  of  their  boats,  where  there  was 
anv  delay  at  either  end   of  the  route. 

Yesterday  was  a  very  quiet  day  in  all 
lines.  No  'coal  cargoes  arrived  and  the 
docks,  which  are  behind,  have  a  chance 
to  catch  up.  The  heavy  coai  shipments, 
whicli  were  expected  during  the  month 
of  July,  did  not  materialize,  and  there  Is 
tonnage  on  the  market  with  no  takers. 
The  week  started  with  ore  moving 
rather  slowly,  though  11  is  expected  the 
upbound  fleet  will  start  August  out 
with  a  rush.  Three  cargoes  of  grain 
were  taken  out  yesterday,  the  most  in 
any  one  day  for  some  weeks.  There  is 
very  little  grain  left  In  the  elevators 
and  shipments  will  be  small  until  the 
new    crop    begins    ti)    n.ove. 

SHIFT  IN  ORE  TRADE. 

More  Win  be  Delivered  on  Lake 
Michigan  in  Next  Few  Years. 

Gary,  the  new  harbor  on  Lake  Michi- 
gan, which  was  opened  last  week,  will 
in  a  few  years  be  one  of  the  largest  ore 
receiving  ports  in  the  world.  The  big 
steel  plant  will  not  get  fairly  started  this 
vear.  but  It  is  expected  that  about  1.000,- 
00i>  tons  of  ore  will  be  delivered  there 
before  the  close  "f  navigation,  says  the 
Cleveland    Plain   L>ealer. 

Next  year  it  is  expected  that  about  2,- 
600.000  ti.ns  of  ore  will  be  required  at  tno 
new  plant,  and  when  it  is  working  full 
blast  It  is  figured  that  about  5,000,000  tons 
of  ore   a  year  will  be   needed. 

Lake  E^rie  ports  will  continue  to  receive 
the  bulk  of  the  ore  that  Is  sent  forward 


from  the  mines  In  the  Lake  Superior  dis- 
trict, but  during  the  next  few  years 
rtorts  on  l^ike  .Miehigan  will  show  a 
greater  increase  in  reeejpts  than  the  jwrts 
at   tills   end  of   tlie   route. 

The  inerease  iu  the  innnage  of  the  Ivikc 
Michigan  ports  will  make  quite  a  shifl 
in  the  trade,  and  there  will  not  be  as 
many  vessels  on  the  market  at  this  end 
of  the  route  for  up  cargoes.  The  bulk  of 
the  ore  that  will  be  sent  to  Gary  will 
probably  be  carried  by  the  big  vessels 
of  the  "  Pittsburg  Steamship  company. 
When  the  plant  of  the  Indiana  Steel 
companv  gets  going  at  top  speed  it  will 
take  about  half  of  the  Steel  trust's 
present    fleet    to    supply    it    with  ore. 

It  is  not  likely  tliat  there  will  be 
much  change  In  receipts  of  ore  at  the 
Steel  trust  plant  at  South  Chicago,  which 
is  now  by  lar  the  largest  receiving  port 
tin  Lake  Michigan.  Business  at  Indian.i 
Harlx»r.  wluch  is  another  new  Lake 
Michigan  port,  will  grow,  however,  riie 
other  small  ports  on  Lake  Micliigan  will 
continue  to  take  care  of  a  fair  amount 
of   tonnage. 

With  the  stfel  bus-lness"ln  good  shape, 
the  Lake  Michigan  ore  trade  will  re- 
quire a  large  amount  of  tonnage  when 
the  new  plants  at  Gary  and  Indiana  Har- 
bor are  working  at  lull  capacity.  It  will 
me.an  employment  for  consad<  rable  out- 
side capacity,  and  ni.iny  or  the  big 
freighters  will  be  placed  In  that  lr.ad\ 
Offerings  of  coal  tonnage  will  be  greatly 
reduced,  as  many  of  the  vessels  will  not 
come  to  this  end  of  the  route. 

The  shift  will  probably  not  be  felt  to 
any  great  extent  until  after  next  sea- 
son, but  the  big  increa.«e  in  ore  ship- 
ments to  L;ike  Michigan  will  make  a 
great  difference  in  the  supply  of  tonnage 
ai  Lake  Eiie  ports.

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The  city  engineer's  department,  first 
on  the  list,  will  need  from  $2,003  to  J4,000 
more  next  year  than  was  provided  for 
this  year's  work.  The  I'JyS  appropria- 
tion  amotinted   to   about  Jb3,000. 

One  thing  that  will  materially  lncrea.se 
expenses  is  the  fact  that  water  and 
sewtr  districts  have  been  extended  to 
the  hillside  districts.  This  means  a  very 
great  deal  more  work  for  employes  of  the 
engineering  dei.artmcnt.  The  expenses 
of  the  department  con.slst  almost  entirely 
of  salaries  and  street   car  fares. 

There  will  be  a  large  amount  of  sewer 
work  along  the  hillside  next  year,  fol- 
lowing the  extension  of  the  water  mains 
there.  This  will  be  divided  up  for  the 
nifist  part  into  jobs  a  block  or  two  in 
length,  meaning  much  more  work  for  the 
inspection  force,  and  calling  for  an  in- 
crease in  this  force.  Thus  the  principal 
added  item  of  expense  will  be  for  addi- 
tional   help. 

Replacing  the  wooden  walks  of  the  city 
with  cement  also  m^ans  more  work  for 
in.spectors  in  the  employ  of  the  depart- 
ment. All  the  street,  .sewer,  sidewalk 
jobs.  etc..  liave  to  be  insp' cted  by  men 
employed  by  the  city,  to  malce  sure  that 
the  work  is  pror>erly  done.  The  survey 
crew  is  kept  busy  sotting  out  stakes  for 
work  of  this  gind,  and  the  more  side- 
walk, street  and  sewer  improvements 
there  are,  the  more  work  there  is  for  the 
surveyors.  There  will  be  four  or  five 
large  paving  jobs  next  year. 

Street  car  fares  are  quite  an  item  with 
the  department.  They  amount  to  about 
$50  a  month,  for  the  twenty  men  employ- 
ed all  have  more  or  lfe.ss  tr.aveling  to  do 
every  dav.  Alderman  Moore  has  suggest- 
ed that,  "while  the  city  is  talking  of  pro- 
viding the  police  and  fire  departments 
with  automobiles,  one  also  looking  after 
preliminaries  for  grading,  street,  side- 
walk and  sewer  work.  The  smallest 
consideration  from  this  Improvement 
v.ould  be  the  saving  of  street  car  fares. 
The  saving  of  time  on  the  part  of  men 
using  the  machine  would  be  a  big  item, 
and  it  is  claimed  that  the  machine  would 
pay  for  Itself  In  a  couple  of  seasons. 
Thi-se  crews  are  kept  jumjimg  about  from 
one  end  of  the  city  to  the  other,  and 
much  time  is  lost  going  from  job  to  job. 
especially  so  when  the  work  is  distant 
from  the  street  car  lines,  as  is  often  the 
case.  Probably  the  conference  committee 
win  be  asked  to  include  the  cost  of  an 
automobile  for  the  engineering  depart- 
ment in  next  year's  appropnation,  follow- 
ing out  the  recommendation  of  Alderman 
Moore.

The  weather  during  the  early  part 
of  the  sprin.g  permitted  seeding  then 
and  gave  the  grain  a  good  start,  and 
It  lias  progressed  nicely,  for  the  most 
part.  The  hot  wave  of  a  week  or  so 
ago  caused  some  damage,  without  a 
doubt,  but  many  districts  will  yield 
greater   returns   than   ever   before. 

Charles  H.  Thornton  of  the  Com- 
mercial Record  was  out  with  a  state- 
ment this  morning  reiterating  liis 
declaration  of  June,  when  he  said  that 
Minnoapolis  would  receive  wheat  l>y 
Aug.  15  and  large  shipments  by  tlie 
first  of  September. 

"This  year's  crop  will  be  harvested 
earlier  than  any  for  several  years," 
said  Mr.  Thornton.  "The  first  week 
of  August  will  see  cutting  in  many 
parts  of  the  Dakotas,  Minnesota  and 
Montana  and  before  this  week  is 
ended  .some  fields  will  have  been  har- 
vested." 

Mr.  Thornton  was  showing  some 
wheat  samples  from  Richland  county.

TYPHOON  DID  MUCH 

DAMAGE  AT  HONGKONG. 


Hong  Kong,  July  28. — As  a  result  of 
a  typhoon  last  night  which  lasted  two 
hours   the  steamers   Schuylkill,   Persia, 

Powhatten,  Laisang,  Charles  Harduin 
and  the  British  toppedo  boat  Whiting 
are  ashore. 

An  unknown  steamer  and  several 
lighters  foundered.  Fifteen  houses  in 
the  town  collapsed.  There  were  cas- 
ualties ashore  and  afloat  but  few 
among  the  shipping  as  the  ships  had 
been  forwarned  of  tiie  storm.  The  pub- 
lic gardens,  the  attraction  of  the  city 
were  wrecked.  The  streets  .are  blocked 
hy  derbis.  The  British  steamer  Barra 
and  the  German  steamer  Vandulia  both 
from  New  York,  were  in  collision  with 
other  ships  in  the  harbor  during  the 
typhoon  and  each  sustained  consider- 
able damage  above  the  water  line.

St.  Petersburg,  July  28.— A  special 
disjiatch  received  here  from  Tabriz, 
Persia,  says  that  the  horsemen  under 
Rachin  Khan,  who  is  operating  on  the 
side  of  the  shah,  have  pillaged  tha 
Russo-Pcrsian  high  school  at  Tabriz, 
destroying  the  laboratory  and  library 
of  the  institution.  Later  they  sacked 
the  warehouse  of  an  American  sew- 
ing machine  company,  located  next 
door  to  the  school.  Finding  the  ma- 
chines too  heavy  to  carry  away  on 
horseback,  the  pillagers  sold  them  off 
to  whoever  would  buy  and  for  what- 
ever price  they  would  bring,  from  2S 
to  30  cents  apiece.

(;iving  Exhibition  of  Haudling  His 
Craft  When  It  Overturns. 

Kenosha,  Wis.,  July  28.— John  Lan- 
germann  was  drowned  in  the  lake  off 
Kenosha  yesterday  afternoon. 

Lnngermann  was  giving  an  exhibi- 
tion of  handling  of  a  canoe,  in  thc> 
presence  of  more  than  a  hundred  peo- 
ple, when  the  canoe  was  capsized  and 
he  '  went  down.  Members  of  the  101 
Ranch  company  were  near  the  spot 
watering  cattle.  When  the  canoe  cap- 
sized four  of  the  troupe  made  an  effort 
to  rescue  Langermann,  but  when  100

Ot  cnur,,c  there  i>  na  pretense  that  it  i.-  news  to  the 
candidates.  They  auaited  the  outcome  of  tlie  conven- 
tions with  their  ear^  gbied  to  the  telephone.  They  heard 
the  cheers  for  tl:ein  and  for  the  other  fellows  over  the 
wires.  They  knew  that  they  had  been  nominated  about 
as  soon  as  the  people  in  the  eonventiou  haiU  did.  N'>t 
only  that,  but  as  soon  as  they  were  nominated  they  set 
to  work  upon  their  speeches  of  acceptance,  and  much  of 
their  spare  time  in  the  intervening  weeks  was  devoted 
to  planning,  preparing  and  potishiiiK'  these  addresses,  in 
which  they  attempt  to  strike  •keynote.^  f>)r  a  campaign 
that  is  already  -^'i  cluttered  up  with  keynotes  that  vast 
discord   IS  t!ic  result. 

The  notitication  may  seem  like  a  useless  ceremony. 
but  it  gives  the  candidates  a  chance  to  unburden  them- 
selves of  tlieir  ideas  ai)out  what  ouglu  to  be  done  with 
the  country,  about  how  wretchedly  inadeipiate  arc  the 
plans  of  the  other  parties  and  the  other  candidates,  and 
about  h'nv  splendid  everything  will  be  if  their  own 
parties  get  into  power  or  retain  the  power  they  already 
have. 

The  practice  of  sen<ling  a  lot  of  men  to  a  candidate's 
home,  weeks  after  the  event,  to  inform  the  candidate  that 
he   has   been    nominated,   appeals   to   one's   sense   of   the 
ludicrous,  yet  there  is  always  a  scramble  in  the  conven- 
tions for  places  on  the  notitication  committees.     These 
consist  of  one  delegate  from   every   state  and  territory, 
and   not   only   do   places   on   these    committees   never   go 
begging,  but   the   men   >elected   i)retty  nearly  always  do 
their    solemn    duty    by    paying    railroad    fare    and    other 
expeiisr-  from  tluir  distant  homes  to  the  community  in 
which  the  candidate  is  waiting  t.j  have  the  news  broken 
to  him.     Those   who   fail   to  land  on   the   committees   to 
notify    the    presidential    catulidates    seem    to    be    able    to 
content    themselves    with    appointments   on    the    commit- 
tees to  notify  the  vice  presidential  candidates. 

In  the  early  days,  before  the  telegraph  came  into 
being  and  when  communication  was  diflficult  and  slow, 
they  used  to  notify  the  candidates  by  mail.  It  is  related 
that  when  Zachary  Taylor  was  nominated  the  chairman 
of  the  convention  wrote  a  letter  to  the  nominee  at  Baton 
Rouge,  La.,  where  h<-  lived,  notifying  him  of  his  selection. 
An  answ>:r  of  acceptance  was  waited  for,  but  it  did  not 
come.  Investigation  flisclosed  the  fact  that  the  chairman, 
through  neglect  or  economy,  had  failed  t<>  prepay  the 
postage.  In  those  days  letters  mi>?ht  be  sent  C.  O.  D., 
but  Gen.  Taylor  had  instructed  the  Baton  Rouge  post- 
master to  send  all  C.  O.  D.  letters  to  the  dead  letter 
oflfice.  and  that  is  where  the  chairman's  letter  went. 
Then  the  chairman  had  to  sit  down  and  write  him  again, 
this  time  carefully  paying  the  postage,  and  the  long- 
delayed  letter  of  acceptance  was  forthcoming. 


assume  that  the  people  of  the  South  arc  more  easily  mis- 
led and  purchased  than  the  Southern  legislatures?  If  this 
is  the  case  the  situation  is  exactly  the  reverse  of  that  m 
the  North.  Here  legislatures  have  often  been  purchased. 
It  is  a  notorious  fact  that  there  has  been  more  corrup- 
tion in  connection  with  the  selection  of  United  States 
senators  by  the  legislatures  than  in  any  other  single 
function  of  legislative  action.  That  is  the  chief  reason 
why  many  people  wish  the  selection  of  senators  to  be 
taken  out  of  the  hands  of  the  legislatures  and  placed  in 
the  control  of  the  people. 

Legislatures  may  be  bought,  but  the  people  are  not 
purchas.ible.  The  people  may  err,  but  their  errors  are  of 
the  head,  not  of  the  heart,  and  there  is  not  a  state  in 
the  Union  whose  population  is  so  venal  that  it  would  be 
possible  to  repeat  in  a  popular  election  of  a  United  States 
senator  the  scenes  of  debauchery  and  corruption  that 
have  attended  the  legislative  election  of  many  senators. 

It  is  true  that  the  South  has  had.  on  the  average,  bet- 
ter luck  with  its  senators  than  the  North;  which  would 
account  for  the  fact  that  the  South  is  less  enthusiastic 
about  this  plank  than  the  North.  This,  however,  is 
largely  because  the  Southern  senators  belong  to  the 
minority  party  and  not  to  the  party  which  has  been  long 
in  control  of  the  government.  There  is,  therefore,  no 
incentive  for  the  "interests"  to  deluge  Southern  legisla- 
tures with  slush  funds  for  the  election  of  senators  favor- 
able to  their  cause.  The  North,  with  its  Republican  sen- 
ators, has  had  a  different  experience,  and  one  which 
amply  accounts  for  the  desire  that  exists  in  this  section 
to  change  the  method  of  selecting  senators.  Not  only 
have  legislatures,  time  after  time,  selected  men  whom  the 
people  would  have  rejected,  but  the  senators,  knowing 
this  and  feeHnar  little  responsibility  to  the  people,  have 
relied  upon  tliis  condition  to  support  them  in  gross  be- 
trayals of  the  popiilar  interests. 

That  is  why  the  North  wishes  popular  elections  ot 
L^nited  States  senators;  and  we  cannot  believe  that  the 
change  would  result  in  lowering  the  Southern  senatorial 
standard.

MR.  HEARST'S  PARTY. 

William  Randolph  Hearst  of  San  Francisco,  Chicago, 
Bostim  and  New  York,  one-time  candidate  for  the  Demo- 
cratic nomination  for  president,  one-time  candidate  for 
mayor  of  New  York  and  one-time  candidate  for  governor 
of  New  York,  has  a  brand  new  party,  all  his  own,  which 
he  is  exiiibiting  to  the  nation  in  Chicago  today.  When 
Mr.  Hearst  failed  to  receive  the  consideration  he  believed 
to  be  his  due  fr<.m  the  Democratic  party,  he  did  a  smart 
thing  when  he  got  up  his  own  party  and  saw  to  it  that 
it  was  a  party  that  would  retrieve  a  stick,  sit  up  in  a 
corner,  play  "dead,"  and  do  other  pretty  tricks  at  his 
command. 

In  his  speech  to  the  convention  of  the  Independence

Harst  made  it  six,  the  creation  of  a  new  one  seems 
rather  like  a  work  of  supererogation,  but  it  is  the  privi- 
lege of  any  man  to  create  a  party  if  he  wishes  to  do  it 
and  can  find  another  man  to  join  with  him  and  make  its 
membership  plural.  The  membership  of  the  Hearst  party 
is  not  only  plural,  but  exceedingly  singular. 

Mr.  Hearst  is  doubtless  right  in  saying  that  the  old 
parties  are  not  all  they  should  be.  Many  members  of 
both  are  conscious  of  a  more  or  less  secret  feeling  that 
this  is  true.  The  Republican  party,  by  virtue  of  its  suc- 
cess, has  too  many  entangling  alliances  with  the  powers 
that  prey  upon  the  necessities  of  the  people.  The  Demo- 
cratic party  has  not  had  recent  opportunities  to  offend  in 
that  particular,  since  selfish  interests  and  special  privi- 
lege have  little  use  for  the  party  that  is  out  of  power; 
but  the  Democratic  party,  perhaps,  has  been  at  times  a 
little  reckless  in  its  choice  of  nostrums  for  curing  politi- 
cal ills.  However,  even  if  there  is  a  void  to  be  filled  by 
a  new  party,  the  people  will  hardly  accept  a  party  con- 
ceived for  the  personal  aggrandizement  of  an  individual 
who  is  himself  none  too  admirable.

AN  ABSURD  OBJECTION. 

The  Charleston  Xews  and  Courier  advances  a  very 
Strange  argument  as  a  basis  for  its  objection  to  the  plank 
in  the  Democratie  national  platform  favoring  direct  elec- 
tion of  United  States  senators.

Republican,  and  the  number  of  states  brought  from  the 
definite  columns  of  either  party  into  the  uncertain  column 
is  nowhere  near  in  proportion  to  the  individual  changes 
that  have  taken  place. 

That  is  why  there  is  great  interest  in  the  claims 
made  by  the  Republicans  that  they  are  going  to  break 
into  the  Solid  South  th.is  year.  It  is  true  that  they 
have  made  the--.e  claims  before,  and  that  not  much  has 
come  of  it,  but  the  claims  are  always  interesting,  never- 
theless. 

Without  making  any  assertion  of  originality  for  the 
desire.  The  Herald  hopes  that  these  claims  materialize. 
The  Herald  hopes  that  Georgia  will  go  Republican  and 
that  Pennsylvania  and  Vermont  will  go  Democratic,  It 
hopes  that  all  the  people  and  all  the  states  will  be  so 
shaken  out  of  their  political  habits  that  every  state  will 
be  doubtful,  to  be  won  only  on  its  merits,  that  the  nation 
shall  cease  to  be  the  property  of  anj'  party  until  it  earns 
and  deserves  the  responsibility  of  controling  it,  and  that 
there  shall  be  more  real  thinking  and  less  party  prejudice 
than  ever  before  in  the  history  of  the  country. 

There  has  been  no  gain  for  good  government  in  the 
fact  that  one  state  has  been  solidly  Democratic  and  an- 
other solidly  Republican.  Unprejudiced  observers  must 
be  aware  that  no  party  has  always  deserved  victory  and 
that  few  parties  have  always  deserved  defeat.  Indeed,  it 
seems  to  be  a  law  of  politics  that  no  party  can  be  in 
unchallenged  power  beyond  a  certain  period  without  be- 
coming tainted  with  corruption,  Pennsylvania,  as  a  re- 
sult of  an  unbroken  Republican  rule  accompanied  by  an 
invitingly  fat  treasury,  is  festering  in  corruption,  and 
there  is  no  reason  for  hope  that  a  similar  tenure  of  power 
by  the  Democratic  party  would  have  resulted  otherwise. 
There  is  no  real  division  in  this  country  between  the 
radicals  and  the  conservatives,  as  there  should  be,  and 
there  never  can  be  such  a  division  .«?o  long  as  there  are 
so  many  states  that  arc  Republican  or  Democratic  by 
inheritance  instead  of  by  conviction.  Once  the  breaking 
up  of  party  lines  that  has  been  in  progress  goes  so  far 
as  to  overturn  Pennsylvania  and  Alabama,  there  is  hope 
that  in  the  readjustment  that  would  follow  such  anarchy 
as  this  a  realignment  of  forces  in  this  country  would 
come  about.

Chicago,  July  28. — The  first  nation- 
al convention  of  the  Independence 
party  began  at  Orchestra  hall  last 
night.  At  cS:35  Milton  W.  Howard  of 
Alabama  took  the  gavel  and  intro- 
duced Charles  A.  Walsh  of  Iowa,  who 
read  the  call  for  the  convention.  Mr.

"If  the  men  v.ho  met  in  Independ- 
ence hall  in  Philadelphia  on  the 
Fourth  of  July.  1776,  had  had  within 
them  any  feeling  of  hesitation,  any 
disposition  towards  compromise  or 
concession,  that  day  would  now  pass 
as  any  other  day  upon  the  calendar. 

"But  the  patriots  who  assembled 
there  had  courage  In  th-.dr  hearts,  de- 
termination in  their  minds,  high  pur- 
p.>.«c  in  their  souKs,  and  the  Fourth  of 
Juiy  is  saluted  throughout  the  world 
as  the  birthdajv  of  liberty  for  all  men. 

"It  is  too  much  to  .say  that  our  con- 
vtntion  can  ever  reach  the  importance 
of  the  second  continental  congress, 
but  the  principles  they  met  to  declare 
we  have  met  to  preserve,  and  the  lib- 
erties they  assembled  to  secure  we 
have  assembled  to  protect.

E.  M.  Ferguson  Witnessed 

Sensational    Escapade 

in  Spanisti  Honduras. 


With  a  tale  of  the  escapades  of  a 
crew  of  pirates  that  sounds  like  a 
story  from  the  pages  of  a  monthly 
magazine,  or  a  chapter  from  the  life 
i>f  Capt.  Kidd.  E.  M.  Ferguson  has 
retained  to  Duluth  from  Spanish 
Honduras. 

Few  men  In  these  peaceful  days 
have  tile  chanoi-  to  see  live  pirates  in 
flesh  and  hlo  .  J.  ;ti,,i  to  watch  them 
steal  a  ship  and  cargo  and  prepare  to 

found  a  city  of  their  own  in  the  wilds 
of  a  tropical  countiy,  but  ilr.  Fergu- 
son wltno.ssed  such  an  incident  dur- 
ing his  recent  visit  In  Central  America. 
The  story  of  the  tlieft  of  the  steamer 
Ooldsboro  and  her  cargo  is  more  or 
leas  familiar  to  readers  of  the  dally 
papers,  but  Mr.  Ferguson  was  In  a 
poHkion  to  get  some  details  wiiich 
have  not  been  published. 

"The  steamer  Goldaboro  was  char- 
tered i»y  Bailey  Bros.  &  Meyers  of 
New  York  city,"  said  Mr.  Ferguson 
in  telling  of  the  event.  "She  sailed 
from  New  York  In  May  with  a  cargo 
valued  at  from  $80,000  to  $200,000, 
according  to  the  different  estimates 
plar»^d  upon  It.  and  $40,000  in  cur- 
rency The  cargo  had  been  taken 
f«)r  shipment  to  different  countries 
by  the  men  who  chartered  the  boat. 
Th'-y  were  doing  a  kind  of  export  bus- 
Ine.ss  111  New  York.  She  sailed  under 
the  American  tlai?  to  British  Honduras 
and  from  there  under  the  English  tlag 
to      Spanish      Honduras.

What  they 
intended  to   do   with   the   mattresses   I 
don't   know,   for   they  couldn't   use  all 
of  them,  and  the  Inhabitants  of  Mon- 
key lagoon  were  principally  alligators 
and  monkeys. 

••While  they  were  under  way  the 
gunboat  Tutumbla  of  the  Honduras 
government  arrived  and  demande<3 
the  surrender  of  the  boat.  After  a 
lengthy  parley  the  crew  surrendered, 
and  they  were  all  taken  aboard  the 
gunboat  with  the  exception  of  the  en- 
gineer. The  .oteamer  was  then  manned 
with  a  crew  from  the  gunboat  and  ac- 
compauud  the  gunboat  to  Puerto 
C.Mtez.  where  the  prisoners  were 
placed  in  Jail.  It  developed  that  the 
action  was  taken  at  the  reque.st  of  the 
American  government  and  was  un- 
precedented In  the  history  of  the  re- 
lations of  the  two  countries.  It  creat- 
ed no  little  consternation  among  the 
fugitives  from  Ju.^tice  from  all  the 
countries  of  the  globe,  who  seek  a 
refugf  in  Honduras.  There  Is  a  con- 
stitutional provision  In  Honduras 
which  makes  It  a  safe  haven  for  all 
who  se-^-k  shelter  there.  When  I  left 
Honduras  the  partlf^ipants  in  the  af- 
fair were  *<till  In  jail  and  It  was  ths 
understanding  that  they  would  be  es- 
corted to  the  three-mile  limit  and 
turned  over  to  an  American  vessel, 
which  would  be  there  waiting  to  re- 
ceive them.  .    ,  * 

"They  had  evidently  Intended  to  go 
Into  the  business  on  a  big  scale.  They 
had  the  plantation  bought,  and  had 
everything  needed  to  equip  a  railroad 
and  telegraph  line,  and  build  a  small 
city  on  the  plantation.  The  steamer 
was  to  be  used  In  the  coast  trade  and 
it  would  not  have  been  long  before 
they  would  have  had  quite  an  ex- 
pensive Industry  there.  It  was  cer- 
tainly playing  the  game  with  all  the 
modern  Improvements." 

Mr  Ferguson's  property  In  Hon- 
duras was  just  acro.ss  the  little  harbor 
from  the  scene  of  the  activity  of  the 
modern  plrate.s.  and  he  was  a  spec- 
tator at  close  range  of  all  that  trans- 
pired.

"I  know  tills  to  Ih^  a  fact  from 
strals:ht  information  I  have  re- 
ci*ivc<l  from  tliu  in.<ii«|e.  ranks  of 
dairymen  during  the  past  wt^k." 

Health  Commissioner  Patton  came 
out  serene,  smiling  and  victorious  at 
the  end  of  tho  council  meeting.  An 
effort  was  made  to  get  the  aldermen 
to  adopt  a  resolution  censuring  him 
for  having  allowed  facts  regarding  the 
filthy  condition  of  some  of  the  dairies 
supplying  Duluth  with  milk  to  be 
published  before  first  taking  the  mat- 
ter up  with  the  council,  and  asking 
him  to  furnish  a  Hi^t  of  offending 
milkmen  so  steps  might  be  taken  to 
prosecuto  them,  but  after  a  discus- 
sion and  a  series  of  arguments  ex- 
tending over  most  of  the  evening,  the 
resolution  was  not  put  to  vote  at  all. 
Instead,  a  substitute,  offered  by  Alder- 
man McKnlght,  commending  the 
health  commissioner  for  tho  stand  he 
has  taken,  and  promising  him  the 
hearty  support  of  tho  council  In  hi^ 
campaign  for  bettor  and  cleaner  milk, 
was  unanimously  adopted. 

Thought   Him   Sincere. 

All  the  aldermen  admitted  they 
thought  Dr.  Patton  waj  sincere  In 
his  effort.s.  and  that  he  was  doing  the 
best  he  could  to  Improve  conditions, 
but  some  of  them  were  put  out  over 
the  fact  that  he  had  allowed  the  facts 
to  be  published,  for  they  claimed 
these  facts  got  into  tho  papers  In  such 
a  way  that  the  general  public  was  led 
to  Infer  that  the  aldermen  who  voted 
against  the  new  milk  ordinance  a 
week  ago  were  responsible  for  con- 
ditions, and  did  not  care  to  see  the 
situation  Improved,  when,  as  a  mat- 
ter of  fact,  the  old  ordinance  fully 
covers  everything  pertafnlng  to  clean- 
liness about  the  dairies-  The  milk 
ordinance  was  not  dfs<*Bssed  at  all. 
All  the  talk  centered  ^•o«  ■  the  resolu- 
tion. Practically  th^'  w^ole  time  of 
the  council  was  takett  tip  by  it.  for 
there  was  very  little  other  business 
up  for  consideration. 

The  resolution  mentlonetl  above,  in- 
troduced by  Alderman  Tessman  and 
thought  to  be  a  critlcf»rrf'*of  Dr.  Pat- 
ton started  the  flre>»orks.  Alder- 
man McKnlght  had  the  first  say.  He 
asserted  that  the  same  men  who  were 
always  telling  the  coi^oclj  to  remain 
purely  a  legislative  body  during  the 
saloon  license  dlfflcultles,  and  not  to 
butt  Into  the  police  department  and 
tell  It  how  to  run  its  affalfs.  were  now 
arguing  that  the  council  should  be- 
com*?  an  executive  body,  and  run  the 
health  department. 

"What  was  a  good  iful«  for  the  sa- 
loons, should  also  be  a  good  rul«  for 


the  milkmen."  said  Mr.  McKnlght. 
"What  Is  fair  for  one  Is  fair  for  the 
other.  If  we  adopt  this  resolution 
we  will  be  going  a  long  distance  out 
of  our  way.  Mr.  Te.ssman  criticises 
Dr.  Patton  for  giving  the  articles  in 
question  to  tlie  newspapers.  We  have 
no  proof  that  he  did  .so.  Anyway,  I 
don't  Bee  how  we  are  going  to  put  the 
Hd  on  the  press.  I  never  yet  heard 
of  any  one  finding  a  way  to  do  that. 
"There  Is  not  one  of  us  who  does  not 
know  that  Dr.  Patton  is  doing  his  level 
best  to  enforce  the  milk  ordinances, 
and  to  give  Duluth  the  best  possible 
supply  of  milk.  Instead  of  sitting 
back  and  slapping  him  in  the  face  we 
should  be  comnaending  him  for  what 
he  has  done,  and  should  be  lending 
him  our  hearty  support.  Why  not  be 
consistent  in  taking  up  matters  of  this 
kind?  The  resolution  is  nothing  more 
than  an  Insult  to  Dr.  Patton.  It  la  es- 
tablishing a   bad  precedent. 

"We  never  Instructed  the  chief  of 
police  to  go  ahead  and  prosecute  the 
Lenox.  St.  Louis,  Spalding  and  other 
hotels  of  the  city  for  selling  Intoxi- 
cants after  hours  and  on  Sunday  when 
It  was  commonly  reported  that  they 
were  breaking  the  laws  in  this  resp.ict, 
and  everybody  seemed  to  be  believing 
these  reports.  Why,  then,  should  we 
give  Dr.  Patton  similar  Instructions  In 
this  case.  We  might  Just  as  well  let 
the  health  department  run  Its  own 
business  if  we  are  going  to  let  the  po- 
lice department  run  Us  affairs  without 
Interference." 

Ordinance  I.s  Strict. 
Alderman  Tessman  said  he  couldn't 
-•^ee  whj'  anyone  should  take  offense  at 
the  resolution.  He  asserted  that  the 
Impression  had  gone  abroad  that  Va-i 
present  ordinance  does  not  provide  for 
cleanliness  In  the  dairies,  when,  as  a 
matter  of  fact,  the  measare  is  very 
strict  on  that  point  and  if  observed 
would  result  in  model  dairies  so  far 
as  the  sanitary  part  is  concerned.  He 
thought  it  was  up  to  the  council  to 
give  the  public  the  names  of  the  dairy- 
men who  were  not  living  up  to  sani- 
tary requirements,  and  to  take  steps 
to  niake  them  obey  the  law. 

Alderman  Foublster  said  certain  al- 
dermen had  been  accused  of  support- 
ing tho  milkmen  In  an  alleged  stand 
against  a  clean  milk  supply.  He  be- 
lieved it  should  be  shown  clearly  that 
every  member  of  the  city  council  fa- 
vored clean  and  healthful  milk,  and 
sanitary  conditions  at  all  the  dairies. 
Here  Dr.  Patton  had  something  to 
.say. 

"It  looks  to  me  like  the  case  of  a 
man  being  damned  for  doing  his 
duty,"  said  the  doctor.  "In  the  first 
place,  all  this  agitation  against  the 
health  department  has  been  started 
by  a  former  employe  of  the  depart- 
ment. He  is  feeling  'sore'  over  losing 
his  Job,  and  has  threatened  to  drive 
me  and  several  othens  into  the  lake. 
He  has  gone  around  stirring  up  the 
dairymen,  and  la  responsible  for  all 
the  kicks  registered  by  them. 

"When  I  first  took  up  the  reins  of 
office  as  health  commissioner,  if  I 
had  lived  up  to  the  terms  of  the  pres- 
ent milk  ordinance,  70  per  cent  of 
the  dairymen  of  the  city  would  have 
been  driven  out  of  business.  I  believe 
In  a  campaign  of  education  rather 
than  a  campaign  of  persecution  or 
prosecution.  In  three  months  condi- 
tions have  been  bettered  fully  50  per 
cent,  and  they  are  being  bettered  right 
along.  Inside  of  a  year  I  promise  that 
Duluth  shall  have  one  of  the  finest 
milk  supplies,  from  some  of  the  clean- 
est and  most  sanitary  dairies,  of  any 
place  in  the  United  States. 

"The  official  standings  of  the  dif- 
ferent dairies  are  registered  in  the 
health  ofllce  In  the  city  hall  as  fast 
as  the  cards  are  made  out,  and  they 
may  be  seen  there  by  Interested  peo- 
ple at  any  time.  It  would  hardly  be 
fair  to  publish  the  standings  just  now 
however,  for  the  Inspection  of  only 
about  sixty-five  dairies  has  been  com- 
pleted. When  all  have  ben  inspected 
we  shall  be  glad  to  have  the  scores 
of  the  whole  bunch  published. 

"The  milkmen  virtually  say. 
through  their  association,  and  inci- 
dentally through  the  ex-employe  of 
the  health  department,  that  they 
would  rather  pay  out  good  money  in 
fines  to  the  city  than  to  spend  the 
same  money  in  building  Ice  houses 
and  in  otherwise  improving  the  dair- 
ies. About  all  we  ask  is  that  they 
use  a  little  whitewash  and  elbow 
grease.  Both  are  cheap.  In  con- 
necUon  with  the  charges  of  uncleanli- 


ness,  a  woman  called  me  up  the  other 
day  and  told  of  .seeing  ditch-diggers 
along  the  road  drinking  out  of  the 
quart  measure  of  a  milkman,  and  then 
.-eeing  him  pour  what  remained  in  the 
measure  back  into  tlie  can.  to  be  sold 
In  tho  city. 

"It  is  pretty  hard  for  an  honest 
man  who  is  trying  to  do  his  duty  to 
li.sten  to  insinuations  that  he  is  hav- 
ing his  palm  greased  for  doing  his 
duty.  "The  dairy  Inspector  make? 
four,  five  and  even  six  visits  to  som<' 
dairies.  He  orders  them  cleaned  up 
on  the  first  visit,  and  comes  around 
later  on  to  see  that  the  orders  are 
obeyed.  If  they  are  not  obeyed,  and 
the  requirements  are  not  followed 
out,  we  see  to  It  that  the  dairyman 
is  properly  punished,  but  thus  far  all 
the  men  have  shov.-n  a  willlngne-ss  to 
do  as  ordered,  and.  as  I  say,  condi- 
tions have  been  Improved  BO  per 
cent." 

Ih  Doing  HLs  Duty. 

"I  will  not  v>>te  for  a  resolution  con- 
demning a  city  officer  for  trying  to 
do  his  duty."  said  Alderman  Moore. 
"And  there  Is  no  doubt  that  he  is 
trying  to  do  his  duty." 

Mr.  Moore  then  told  of  the  bad  con- 
ditions of  many  dairies,  as  quoted 
above.  "This  question  is  a  most  im- 
portant one,"  he  continued.  "We 
should  not  shirk  our  duty.  I  admire 
the  spirit  Dr.  Patton  has  shown.  It 
Is  the  same  spirit  I  have  tried  to 
show  In  connection  with  the  liquor 
business.  I  have  not  at  any  time  tried 
to  persecute  the  .saloon  men.  AH  I 
asked  was  that  they  be  educated  into 
obeying  the  liquor  laws,  and  made  to 
understand  that  they  mu.st  obey  them, 
or  suffer  tho  con:-equences. 

"It  v.'as  a  process  of  education.  Dr. 
Patton  Is  going  at  this  milk  proposi- 
tion In  the  same  way.  It  is  the  right 
way,  and  alno  the  hardest  way  from 
the  point  of  work  entailed.  The 
easiest  way  would  be  for  Dr.  Patton 
to  .send  an  officer  to  the  offend  ins? 
dairymen  and  have  them  arrested  and 
fined.  Tlie  harde.st  pos.sible  way  Is 
to  go  to  all  the  trouble  of  a  cam- 
paign of  education  without  the  asslst- 
a.nce  of  an  officer.  There  has  been 
some  criticism  because  the  doctor  Is 
said  to  have  given  facts  to  the  papers 
regarding  the  rotten ne.ss  of  the  dair- 
ies. A  lot  more  things  ought  to  be 
given  to  the  papers.  Only  facts  were 
told.  I  move  that  the  resolution  be 
laid  on  the  table." 

The  motion  was  lost  by  a  vote  of 
8    to    7. 

Alderman  Shartel  said  he  wa.s  satis- 
fled  Dr.  Patton  w'as  trying  to  do 
everything  In  his  power  to  Improve 
the  milk  supply.  He  thought  his 
system,  however,  was  hard  on  the 
local  dairymen,  while  the  big  fellows 
doing  business  here  from  outside  tho 
city  escaped.  He  believed  they  should 
be  treated  the  .same  as  the  local  men.

Alderman  Kennedy  .said  It  would  be  a 
vicious  BJcX.  to  adopt  the  resolution  and 
thus  censure  a  city  official  for  doing  hie 
duty. 

At  this  point  Alderman  McKnlght  of- 
fered his  substitute  resolution,  commend- 
ing Dr.  Patton  for  his  stand  and  promle- 
Ing  him  the  support  of  tlie  council,  whloh 
was    adopted    unanimously. 

The  aldermen  did  not  seem  favorable  to 
the  idea  of  appointing  an  Investigating 
committee.  They  voted  to  refer  the  r». 
qud«t  of  the  milkmen  that  such  a  com- 
mittee be  appointed,  to  the  health  de- 
partment. 

Alderman  Tessman  reported  progreee 
on  the  new  milk  ordinance  he  Is  drawing 
up,  but  said  it  was  not  yet  quite  ready 
to  be  Introduced. 

The  following  communication  was  rea4 
from  the  Duluth   Dairymen's  as.sociatlon! 

"We  hereby  beg  and  petition  you* 
honorable  body  to  appoint  a  committee 
to  make  a  thorough  Investigation  or 
tiie  charges  made  by  the  local  health 
commissioner  and  his  assistants  against 
tiie   local   dairymen. 

"First.  We  wish  this  committee  to 
ascertain  If  such  charges  are  true  and 
can    be  substantiated.

PHYSICAL      VALUATION      OF 
RAILWAYS. 

Some  of  the  suggestions  of  the  Demo- 
cratic platfcrm  relate  really  to  this  sub- 
ordinate and  ancillary  machinery  to  which 
I  have  referred.  Take  for  instan.'e  the  so- 
cailed  physical  valuation  of  railways.  It 
is  clear  that  the  sum  of  all  rates  or  re- 
ceipts of  a  railway,  less  proper  expenses, 
should  be  limited  to  a  faii  profit  upon 
the  reasonable  value  of  its  property,  and 
that,  if  tlie  gum  exceeds  tills  measure,  it 
ought  to  be  reduced.  The  ilifficulty  in  en- 
forcing the  principle  Is  In  ascertaining 
what  is  the  reasonable  value  of  the  com- 
pany's proptrty,  and  in  fixing  what  is 
a  fair  profit.  It  is  clear  that  tlie  physical 
value  of  a  railroad  and  its  plant.  Is  an 
element  to  be  given  weight  in  determm- 
ing  its  full  value;  but,  as  President  Roose- 
velt in  his  Indianapolis  speecJi  and  the  su- 
preme court  have  in  effect  pointed  out,  the 
value  of  tlie  railroad  as  a  going  concern, 
including  its  good  will,  due  to  efficiency 
of  service  and  many  other  circumstances, 
may  be  greater  than  the  value  of  its 
tank; ;l'!e  property,  and  it  is  the  former 
that  incisures  the  investment  on  which  a 
fair  profit  must  be  allowed.  Then,  too. 
'he  iiuestion  what  Is  a  fair  profit  is  one 
involving  not  only  the  rate  of  interest 
usually  e.irned  on  nornially  safe  invest- 
ments, but  also  a  sufficient  allowance 
to  niake  up  for  the  risk  of  loss  both  of 
capital  and  interest  In  the  t^rigmal  out- 
lay. These' considerations  will  have  Jus- 
tuied  Ihe  company  in  imposing  charge* 
iiiLTii  enough  to  aecur.-  a  fair  income  on 
tlie  enterprise  as  a  whole.  The  securities 
at  market  pric  s  will  lave  passed  into  tiie 
liand:.-  of  substHiuent  purchasers  from  th« 
criginal  investors.

lieve that  the  normal  increase  in  ihe- 
value  of  railroad  properties,  especially  in 
their  terminals,  will  me're  tluiii  make  up 
for  the  possible  over-capitalization  in 
earlier  ye'ars.  In  some  cases,  doubtless.  It 
will  be  found  that  over-capitalization  is 
made  an  excuse  for  excessive  rates,  and 
then  they  should  be  reduced;  but  the  con- 
sen.wus  of  opinion  seems  to  be  that  the 
railroad  rates  generally  in  this  country 
are  reasonably  low.  This  Is  why,  doubt- 
less, the  complaints  filed  with  the  inter- 
state commerce  commission  against  ex- 
cessive rates  are  so  few,  as  compared 
With  th.'-'e  Jigainst  uniawfiil  discrlm- 
inaMon  in  rates  between  shippers  and 
between  places.  Of  course,  in  the  de- 
ttrniination  of  the  question  whether  dis- 
crimination is  unlawful  or  not.  the 
physical  valuation  of  the  whole  road  is  of 
hitle  weight. 

CONCLUSION  THAT  THERE

THE   DEMOCRATIC   PROPOSED 
CLASSIFICATION. 

The  Democratic  platform  suggests  a 
requirement  that  corporations  in  inter- 
state trade  having  control  of  25  per 
cent  of  the  products  In  which  they  deal, 
shall  take  out  a  federal  license.  This 
clarsUicatlon  would  probably  Include  a 
great  many  small  corporations  engaged 
In  the  manufacture  of  speeiial  articles 
or  commodities  whose  total  value  is  so 
Inconsiderable  that  they  are  not  really 
within  the  purview  or  real  evil  of  the 
anti-trust  law.  It  Is  not  now  necessary, 
however,  to  discuss  the  relative  merits 
of  such  corporations,  but  It  is  enough 
merely  to  affirm  the  necessity  for  some 
method  by  which  greater  executive 
supervision  can  be  given  to  the  federal 
government  over  these  businesses  In 
which  there  is  a  tempt.Ttion  to  viola- 
tions of  the  anti-trust  law. 

CONSTRUCTION  OF  ANTI-TRUST 
LAW— POSSIBLE  NECESSITY 
FOR  AMENDMENT. 

Tlie  possible  operation  of  the  anti- 
trust law  under  existing  rulings  of  the 
supreme  court  has  given  rise  to  sug- 
gc-silons  for  its  necessary  amendment 
to  prevent  its  applications  to  cases 
which  It  is  believed  were  never  In  the 
contemplation  of  the  framers  of  the 
statute.  Take  two  Instances:  A  mer- 
chant or  m.inufacturer,  engaged  In  a 
legitimate  business  thtit  covers  certain 
states,  wishes  to  sell  his  business  and 
his  good-will,  and  so  In  the  terms  of 
the  sale  obligates  himself  to  the  pur- 
chaser not  to  go  into  tne  same  business 
In  those  states.  Such  a  restraint  of 
trtide  has  always  been  enforced  at  com- 
mon law.  Again  the  employes  of  an 
interstate  railway  eombine  and  enter 
upon  a  peaceable  and  lawful  strike  to 
secure  better  wages.  At  common  law 
tills  was  not  a  restraint  of  trade  or 
commerce,  or  a  violation  of  the  rights 
of  the  company  or  of  the  public.  Neither 
case  ought  to  be  made  a  violation  of  tne 
anti-trust  law.  My  own  Impression  Is 
that  tiie  supreme  court  would  he-Id  tliat 
neitlier  of  these  instances  is  within  Its 
inhibition,  but  if  they  are  to  be  so  re- 
warded, general  legislation  amending 
the  law  Is  necesstiry. 

DEMOCRATIC  PLANK  TO  LIMIT 
CORPORATIONS  TO  OWNER- 
SHIP OF  50  PER  (ENT  OF 
PLANT  AND  PRODUCT 
FAULTY. 

The  suggestion  of  the  Democratic 
platform  liiat  trusts  be  ended  by  for- 
bidding corporations  to  hold  more  than 
50  per  cent  of  the  plant  in  any  line  of 
manufacture  is  ma.Ie  without  regard  to 
the  possibility  of  enforcement  or  the 
real  evil  in  truMts.  A  corpor.itlein  con- 
trolling 45  or  5.1  per  cent  of  tlie-  products 
may.  by  well  known  methods,  frequent- 
ly effect  monopoly  and  stamp  out  com- 
petition In  a  I'art  of  the  country  as 
completely  as  If  it  controlled  CO  or  7f 
per  cent   tliereof. 

COMPULSORY  SALE  OF  PRO- 
DUCT AT  FIXED  PRICE  IS 
IMPRACTICABLE. 

The  proposal  to  compel  every  corpor- 
atlon  to  sell  its  commodities  at  the 
same  price  the  country  over,  allowing 
for  transportation,  I.s  utterly  imriracti- 
cable.  It  It  can  be  shown  that,  in  order 
to  drive  out  competition,  a  corporation 
e-wning  a  largi^  part  of  the  pl.-nt  pro- 
ducing an  article  Is  selling  in  one  part 
Kit  the  country,  where  It  has  competi- 
tors, at  a  low  an.l  unprofitable  price, 
and  In  another  part  of  the  country, 
where  It  lias  n-uie.  at  an  exorbitant 
price,  this  Is  evidence  that  it  is  attempt- 
ing an  unlawful  monopoly,  and  justifies 
conviction  under  the  anti-trusn  law; 
but  the  proposal  to  supervise  the  busi- 
ness of  corporations  in  such  a  way  as  to 
fix  thei  price  of  commoditioa  and  com- 
pel the  sale  at  such  price  is  as  absurd 
and  socialistic  a  plank  as  was  ever  In- 
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and  Is  usually^ven  less  than  that.  Ex- 
istence of  Sll^l  plant  Is  not  therefore 
n  e  c  e  s  s  a  rjy  to  potential  competition. 
Many  entes^irises  have  been  organized 
on  the  theory  that  mere  aggregation 
of  all  or  n«u«&y  all  existing  phmts  in 
a  line  of  nAriufacture,  without  regard 
to  cconomjtr  A  production,  destroys 
competlton.  '  whey  have  most  of  them 
gone  Into  Wimcruptcy.  Competition  in 
a  profitable  business  will  not  be  af- 
fected by  the  mere  aggregation  of 
existing  plants  under  one  com- 
un'ojs  tli'i  company  thereby  ef- 
great  tconomv,  the  benefit  of 
it  shares  with  the  public,  or 
Bomi  ll'tgal  method  to  avoid 
competltl  1.1  and  to  perpetuate  a  hold 
Of    the    bus.'ne.sJ5. 

PROPER       TREATMENT       OF 
TRUSTS. 

Unlawful  trusts  should  be  restrained 
with  all  the  efficiency  of  injunctive 
piocrss  and  the  persons  engaged  in 
maintaining  them  should  be  punished 
with  all  the  severity  of  criminal  prose- 
cution. In  order  tliat  methods  pursued 
in  the  operation  of  their  business  shall 
bo  brought  witli^n  the  law.  To  destroy 
them  and  to  eliminate  the  wealth  they 
represent  from  the  producing  capital 
of  the  country  would  entail  enormous 
leis's  and  would  throw  out  of  employ- 
hi.-nt  myriads  of  worklngmen  and 
worklngwomen.  Such  a  result  is 
wholly  unnecessary  to  the  accomplish- 
ment of  tlie  needed  reform,  and  will 
Inflict  upon  the  innocent  far  greater 
punishment    than    upon    the   guilty. 

DESTRKTIVE  POLICY  OF  DEM- 
OCRATIC  PLATFORM. 

The  Democratic  platform  does  not 
jiropose  to  destroy  the  plants  of  the 
trusts  physically,  out  it  proposes  to  iio 
the  same  thing  in  a  different  w-ay.  The 
business  of  this  country  Is  largely  de- 
pendent upon  a  protective  system  of 
tJiriffs  The  business  done  by  many  of 
the  so-called  trusts  Is  protected  with 
the  other  businesses  of  the  country. 
Tiie  Iiemocratic  platform  proposes  to 
take  off  the  tariff  on  all  articles  com- 
ing Into  competition  with  tb.ose  pro- 
dueeel  by  the  so-called  "trusts'  anel  to 
put  them  on  the  free  list.  If  such  a 
course  would  be  utterly  destructive  of 
their  business,  as  is  Inleiidcd.  it  would 
not  only  destroy  the  trusts,  but  all  of 
their   smaller   competitors. 

The  ruthles.<»  and  impructi cable  charac- 
ter of  the  proposition  grows  plainer  as 
its  effects  upon  the  whole  community 
are   realized. 

EFFECT  OF  DEMOCRATIC  POLI- 
CIES ON  BUSINESS. 

To  take  t.he  course  suggested  by  the 
DemcK-ratic  platform  in  these  matters  is 
to  Involve  the  entire  community,  innocent 
tis  it  is,  In  the  punishment  of  the  guilty, 
while  our  policy  is  to  stamp  out  the 
specific    evil. 

This  difference  between  the  policies  of 
the  two  great  panies  is  of  special  im- 
portance in  view  of  the  present  condition 
of  business.  After  the  years  of  the  most 
remarkable  material  development  ;ind 
prosperity,  there  came  a  financial  strin- 
gency, a  panic  and  an  industrial  depression. 
This  was  brought  abe'ut  not  e-nly  liy  the 
enormems  expansion  of  business  plants 
and  liusiness  investments  which  could 
not  be  readily  converted,  but  also  by  the 
waste  of  capital  in  extravagance  of  liv- 
ing, in  wars  and  other  catastrophes.  The 
free  convertible  capital  was  exhausted.  In 
tifldition  to  tliis,  the  confidence  of  the 
lending  public  In  Kurop<>  and  in  this 
country  had  been  affected  by  the  revela- 
tions of  irregularity,  breaches  of  trust, 
overissues  of  stock,  violations  of  law 
and  lack  of  rigid  state  or  national  s'.iper- 
visi'in  in  manaj-'ement  eif  our  gretitest  cor- 
porations. Investors  withheld  what  loan- 
able capital  remained  available;  it  became 
impossible  fe»r  the  soundest  railreiads  and 
other  enterprises  to  borrow  money  enough 
for   new    construction  or  reconstruction.

DIFFERENCE  BETWEEN  RE- 
PUBLICAN AND  DEMO(  RATIC 
POLICIES  AND  PLATFORMS- 
FORMER  PROdiRESSIVE  AND 
RECiULATIVE— LATTER  RAD- 
ICAL AND  DESTRUCTIVE. 

The  chief  dlfrerenc<'  between  the  Repub- 
lican and  the  I>eniocratlc  platform  is  the 
difference  which  has  ht  retofore  been  seen 
between  the  policie's  of  Mr.  Roosevelt  and 
those  which  nave  been  advocatoel  by  the 
Democratic  candidate,  Mr.  Li.-yan.  Mr. 
Roosevelt's  policies  have  been  propresslvo 
and  regulative;  Mr.  Hrysn's  de.-rructlve. 
Mr.  R.iosevclt  has  favored  regulation  ol 
the  business  in  wh'Ch  evils  have  grown 
i-p.  so  as  to  stamp  out  the  evils  and  per- 
mit th«^  business  to  continue.  The  ten- 
di  ncy  of  Mr.  Hrvan's  projiosals  hr.ve  gen- 
erally been  destructive  of  the  bus.ness 
with"  respect  to  which  he  is  demanding 
reform.  Mr.  RooseA-elt  would  compel  the 
trusts  to  conduct  their  business  in  a  law- 
ful manner  and  secure  the  benehts  of 
their  operation  and  llie  maintenance  of 
tlio  prosperity  of  the  country  of  whlc  i 
they  are  an  important  part;  while  Br. 
Brvan  we.uld  exrirpate  and  destroy  tlie 
»i  (ire  business  in  order  to  stamp  out  the 
evils   which    they    have   practiced. 

ADVANTAGES  OF  COMBINATION 
OF  CAPITAL. 

The  combination  of  capital  in  large 
plants  to  manufacture  goeids  with  the 
greatest  ee-onomy  is  just  as  nee  ssary  as 
the  assembling  of  the  parts  of  a  machine 
to  the  (•■onoui'.cal  and  more  rapid  manu- 
facture of  what  in  old  times  was  made 
by  hand.  The  government  should  not  In- 
terfere with  any  one  more  than  the  other, 
when  such  aggregations  of  capital  are  le- 
gMlmate  and  ure  properly  controlksi,  for 
thev  are  then  the  natural  results  of  mod- 
ern" enterprise  and  are  beneficial  to  the 
public.  In  the  proper  operation  of  con.- 
pttltion  the  public  will  soon  share  with 
the  manufacturer  the  advantage  in  econ- 
oniical  operation  and  lower  prices. 

WHAT      IS     AN     UNLAWFUL 
TRUST? 

When  however,  such  combinations  arc 
not  bas'eel  on  any  economic  principle  but 
are  made  merely  for  the  purpose  of  con- 
iredhng  the  m.i.rkot,  to  maintain  or  raitse 
prices  restrict  output  and  drive  out  com- 
ttetitofs  the  public  derives  no  benefit  and 
we  have  a  monorMily.  There  must  be 
"■•omc  use  bv  the  company  of  the  compar- 
ativelv  great  size  of  us  capital  and  plant 
and  extent  of  Its  ouput,  either  to 
coerce  persons  to  buy  of  it  rather 
II  an  of  some  cfjmpe-tltor  or  to  coercu 
those  who  wouli  coir  pete  with  It  to  give 
up  their  business..  There  must  usually,  in 
other  words  be  shown  an  element  of  du- 
1-.  ss  In  the  conduct  of  Its  business  toward 
the  customers  in  the  trade  and  its  com- 
pel Iters,  hefopj  m.ere  aggreg-^tk'n  of  cap- 
ital or  plant  becomes  an  unlawful  mon- 
opedy.  It  is  perfeO^lly  conceivable  that 
In  the  interest  of  economy  of  production 
a  great  numl,>er  of  plant^a  may  l.e  legiti- 
mately assembled  uneler  the  ownership  of 
one  corporation.  It  is  important,  there- 
fere  that  such  large  aggregations  of  cap 
ital  and  combination  should  be  controlled 
se>  that  the  public  may  have  the  advan- 
tage of  reasemable  prices  and  that  the 
avenues  of  ontrrptlse  may  l>e  kept  open 
to  the  individunl  and  the  smaller  corpor- 
jtion  wishing  to  engage  in  business. 

MERE  AGCiREOATION  OF  CAPI- 
TAL NOT  A  VIOLATION  OF 
ANTI-TRUST  LAW. 


WILL    DELAY    RESTORATION 
OF  PROSPERITY. 

(Gradually  business  is  acquiring  a 
healthier  tone.  Gnxelually  wealth,  which 
was  heiarde'd.  Is  coming  out  to  be  used. 
Conflilence  in  security  of  business  Invest- 
ments IS  a  plant  of  slo^v  growth  and  Is 
absolutely  necessary  In  order  that  our 
f.actories  may  all  open  again.  In  order 
that  our  unemployed  may  become  em- 
ple.yed.  and  In  order  t-hat  we  rnay  again 
have  the  prosperity  that  has  blessed  us 
for  ten  years.  The  Identity  of  the  inter- 
ests of  the  capitalist,  the  farmer,  the 
business  man  anel  the  wa«e  e-arner  in  the 
security  and  profit  eif  investments  can- 
not be  too  largely  emphasized.  I  sub- 
mit to  tiio.=e  most  interested,  to  wage 
earners,  to  farmers  and  te>  business  men. 
wlicther  the  introduction  Into  power  of 
the  Democratic  party,  with  Mr.  Bryan 
at  Us  head,  and  with  the  business 
destruction  that  it  openly  aelvocates  as 
a  remedy  for  present  evils,  will  bring 
about  the  needed  confidence  for  the 
restoration    of   jirosperity. 

REPUBLICAN     DOCTRINE     OF 
PROTECTION. 

The  Republican  doctrine  of  protection, 
as  definitely  announced  by  th.'  Republican 
conventi'in  this  year  and  by  j  revious

include  the  differ;  nee  between  the  higher 
wages  paid  in  this  country  tmd  the  wages 
paid  abroad  anel  embrace  a  rea.-^mablo 
profit  t.')  the  American  proeluc-r.  A  s.vs- 
tem  of  protectlein  thus  itdopted  anel  put 
in  force  has  led  to  the  establishment  of 
a  rate  of  wages  here,  that  has  greatly 
enhanced  the  standard  of  living  of  the 
lalKiring  man.  It  is  the  policy  of  the 
Republican  partv  jx-rmanently  to  con- 
tinue that  standanl  of  living.  In  1897  the 
Dingley  tariff  bill  was  piu=sed,  under 
which  we  have  liad.  as  already  saiel,  a 
period  of  enormous  prosperity. 

NECESSITY  FOR  REVISION  OF 
TARIFF. 

The  consequent  material  development 
hn«  greatlv  changed  the  conditions  u.ider 
which  ma"ny  tirticles  described  by  the 
schedules  of  the  tni1ff  are  now  prf>duce<I. 
The  tariff  in  a  number  of  the  scheelules 
€.\cetds  the  difference  between  the  cost  of 
production  of  such  articles  abroad  and  at 
feme,  including  a  reasonable  profit  to  the 
American  pioducer.  The  excess  ov-er  that 
difference  serves  no  useful  purpose,  but 
offer«»  a  temptation  to  those  who  would 
nionoi>ollze  the  production  and  the  sale  of 
such  articles  in  this  country,  b  profit  by 
the  excessive  rate.  On  the  other  hand, 
there  are  some  few  other  schedules  in 
which  the  tariff  Is  not  sufficiently  high 
to  give  the  measure  of  protc-ction  wlilch 
they  should  reciive  under  R'-publican 
principles;  as  to  those  the  tariff  should 
be  raised.  A  revision  of  the  ttiriff  un- 
dertaken upon  this  principle  which  is  at 
the  basis  of  our  present  b;isin?s.-  sy.^teni, 
begun  promptly  upon  the  incon  ing  of  the 
new  administration  and  considered  at  a 
special  ses-sion  with  the  preliminary  in- 
vestigations already  begun  by  tne  ap- 
propriate committees  of  the  house  and 
senate  will  make  the  disturbance  of  busi- 
ness Incident  to  cuch  a  chantre  as  U;tle 
as    ix>spitile. 

DEMOCRATIC  TARIFF  PLAN 
4ND  ITS  BAD  EFFECT  ON 
BUSINESS  CONDITIONS. 

The  D.n-ocratic  rarty  In  il«  platfnr.-n 
has  rot  hael  the  courr;ge  of  Its  previous 
convictions  on  the  subject  of  the  tariff,

THE  FARMER  AND  THE  REPUB- 
LICAN PARTY. 

As  the  Republican  platform  says,  the 
to  change  the  tariff  with  a  vi^w  to  reach- 
ing a  revenue  basis  and  thu.;  to  depart 
from  the  protective  system.  The  liitro- 
elut  tlcn  into  power  >f  a  partir  with  this 
avowed  purpose  cannot  but  halt  tiie  grad- 
ual recovery  from  the  recent  financial  de- 
pression and  prcduce  business  dirasters. 
welfare  of  the  farmer  Is  vital  to  that  of 
the  whole  country.  One  of  the  rtrorgesi 
hopes  of  returning  prosperity  is  bajsed 
en  the  business  which  his  crops  are  to 
iifford.  He  is  vitally  interested  in  the  re- 
straining of  excessive  and  unduly  dl.5- 
crlmlnating  railroad  rates.  In  the  en- 
fcrcem-nt  of  the  pure  food  laws,  in  the 
promotion  of  scientific  agriculture,  and  In 
Increasing  the  comforis  of  country  life,  as 
by  the  extension  of  free  rural  delivery.  The 
policies  of  the  present  administration, 
which  have  most  Industriously  promoted 
all  these  objects,  cannot  fail  to  commend 
themselves  to  his  approval;  and  it  is  eWf- 
licult  to  see  how  with  his  intelligent  ap- 
preciation of  the  threat  to  business  pros- 
perity Involved  In  Democratic  success  at 
the  polls,  he  can  do  otherwise  than  give 
Ns  lull  and  hearty  support  to  the  con- 
tinuation of  th^  present  administration 
under  Republican  auspices. 

LABOR  AND  WHAT  REPUBLI- 
CAN PARTY  HAS  DONE  FOR  IT. 

Wfc  come  ?ow  to  the  question  of  labor. 
One  imixirtant  phase  of  the  policies  of 
the  present  administration  has  been  an 
anxie-ty  to  secure  for  tne  wage  curner  an 
euiiaiiiy  of  oiiporlunily  and  such  po,'-.iti\e 
staluteiry  protection  as  shall  place  him  on 
a  lev -1  in  dealing  wiih  his  empleiyer.  'I'he 
Ke publican  party  has  passed  an  employ- 
ers' liability  f  ct  fo>  iniers;ai.  n.ilr.jH.i.- 
and  has  established  an  eight-hour  law 
for  governme  nt  employes  and  on  govern- 
ment construction.  The  essence  of  th- 
reform  effecteel  by  the  former  is  the 
abolit.nn  of  th,  feiiovv-L-ervani  rule,  and 
the  introduction  of  the  comparative  negli- 
gence theory  by  which  an  employe,  in- 
jered  In  tiie  service  of  nis  employer,  does 
rot  lose  all  his  right  to  recover  because 
of  slight  negligence  on  his  part.  Then 
there  Is  the  act  providing  for  compensa- 
tion for  injury  to  government  ejnployes. 
together  with  the  various  statutes  requir- 
ing safely  appliances  upon  interstate 
tenimerce  railroads  for  the  protociion  oi 
their  employes  and  limiting  the  hours  of 
their  employment.  These  are  all  in- 
staneos  of  the  efforts  of  the  Repuidican 
partv  to  elo  justice  to  the  wage  earner. 
Doubtless  a  more  comprehensive  measure 
for  compensation  of  governinem  employi  s 
v.lll  be  adopted  in  the  future;  the  princi- 
ple In  such  cases  has  been  recog-mzed. 
and  in  the  necessarily  somewhat  slow 
course  of  legislalic.n  will  be  more  fully 
cmboflieel   in  definite  Ltatutes. 

INTEREST  OF  EMPLOYER  AND 
EMPLOYE  ONLY  DIFFER  IN 
RESPECT  TO  TERMS  OF  EM- 
PLOYMENT. 

The  Interests  of  the  employer  and  tho 
employe  never  differ  except  when  It 
comes  to  a  elivlsion  of  the  joint  profit 
of  labor  and  capital  into  divielends  and 
wages.  This  must  be  a  constant  source 
of  periodie-al  discussion  between  the  em- 
ployer and  employe  as  indeed  are  the 
other  terms  of   the  employment. 

ADVANTAGE  OF  UNION. 

To  give  to  employes  their  proper  po- 
sition in  such  a  ccmtroversy  to  enable 
theni  to  maintain  themselve^s  against  em- 
ployers having  great  capital,  they  may 
well  unite,  because  in  union  there  Is 
strength  and  witliout  it  each  individual 
laborer  and  e'mployc  would  be  helpless. 
The  promotion  eif  industrial  peace  through 
the  Instrumentality  of  the  trade  agree- 
ment Is  often  one  of  the  results  of  such 
union  when  Intelligently  conducted. 


With  such  clai'siflcation  in  view,  Mr. 
Roosevelt  re.;ommended  an  amendment 
In  the  anti-trust  law.  known  as  the 
Hepburn  bill,  whlcla  provided  for  vol-

OTHER  LABOR. 

There  Is  a  large  body  of  laborers,  how- 
ever, skilled  and  unskilled,  who  are  not 
organized  into  unions.  Their  rights  be- 
fore the  law  are  exactly  the  same  as 
those  of  the  union  men,  and  are  to  be  pro- 
tected with  the  same  care  and  watchful- 
ness. 

RIGHTS  OF  LABOR. 

In  order  to  induce  tlieir  employer  Into  a 
compliance  with  their  request  for  changed 
terms  of  employment  workmen  h.avc  the 
right  to  strike  in  a  body.  They  have  a 
right  to  use  such  persuasion  as  they  may. 
provided  it  does  not  reach  the  point  of 
duress,  to  lead  their  reluctant  co-latorers 
to  join  them  in  their  union  against  their 
employer  and  they  have  a  right,  if  they 
choose,  to  accumulate  funds  to  support 
those  engaged  in  a  strike,  to  delegate  to 
officers  the  power  to  direct  the  action 
e.f  the  union,  and  to  withdraw  themselves 
and  their  .issociatea  from  dealings  with, 
«ir  giving  custom  to,  those  with  whom 
they    arc    in    controversy. 

WHAT  LABOR  CANNOT  LAW- 
FULLY DO. 

What  they  have  not  the  right  to  do  is  to 
Injure  their  employer's  property,  to  In- 
jure their  employer's  business  by  use  of 
threats  or  metiiods  of  physical  duress 
against  th.isc  who  would  work  for  him  or 
deal  with  him  or  by  carrying  on  what  Id 
sometimes  known  as  a  secondary  boycott 
against  his  customers  or  those  with  whom 
he  deals  in  business.  All  those  who  sym- 
pathize with  them  may  unite  to  aid  them 
In  their  struggle,  but  thev  may  not 
throuirh  the  instrumentality  or  a  threaten- 
ed oractual  boycott  cmipel  third  persons 
against  their  will  and  having  no  inter- 
est la  their  controversy  t,i  come  to  their 
assistance.  These  principles  have  for  a 
great  many  year's  been  settled  by  the 
ctiurts  of  this  country.  * 

Tiireatened  unlawful  injuries  to  busi- 
ness, like  those  descriiied  above,  can 
only  be  adequately  remedied  by  an  in- 
junction to  prevent  them.  The  jurisdic- 
tion of  a  court  of  equity  to  enjoin  in  such 
cases  arises  from  the  character  of  the  In- 
jury and  'he  method  e.f  inllicting  it  and 
the"  fact  that  suit  for  damages  offers  no 
adequate  remedy. 

The  injury  is  not  usually  done  by  one 
slng<le  act,  which  mi.^ht  be  ad'oquately  com- 
pensated for  in  damages  by  a  suit  at 
law  but  It  is  the  result  of  a  constantly 
reeurrlng  series  of  acts,  each  of  which 
In  itself  might  not  constitute  a  sub- 
stantial Injury  or  make  a  suit  at  law 
worth  while,  and  all  of  which  would 
require  a  multiplicity  of  suits  at  law. 
Injuries  of  this  class  have,  since  tiic 
foundHtion  of  courts  of  equity,  been 
prevented  by  injunction. 

It  has  been  claimed  that  Injunctions 
do  not  issue  to  protect  anything  but 
propertv  rights,  and  that  business  Is 
not  a  property  right,  but  such  a  i.ropo- 
•sition  Is  wholly  Inconsistent  with  all 
the  decisions  of  the  courts.  The  su- 
preme court  of  the  United  States  says 
that  the  tn junction  Is  a  remedy  to  pro- 
tect property  or  rights  of  a  pecuniary 
nature,  and  we  may  well  submit  to 
the  considerate  judgment  of  all  laymen 
whether  the  jlght  of  a  man  in  his 
business  is  not  as  distinctly  a  right 
of  a  pecuniary  nature  as  the  right  to 
his  horse,  or  his  house,  or  the  stock 
of  goods  on  his  shelf,  and  the  instances 
in  which  injunctions  to  protect  business 
have  been  upheld  by  all  courts,  are  so 
many  that  It  Is  futile  further  to  discuss 
the  proposition.  It  Is  difficult  to  tell 
the  meaning  of  the  Democratic  plat- 
form  upon    tills  subject.     It   says: 

■•Questions  of  judicial  practice  have 
arisen  especially  In  connection  with  In- 
du-'trial  disput- s.  We  deem  that  the 
parties  to  all  judicial  proceedings 
shoUld  be  treated  with  rigid  imparti- 
ality, and  that  Injunctions  should  not 
be  Issued  in  any  cases  In  which  Injunc- 
tions would  not  issue  If  no  industrial 
dispute    were    Involved.  " 

The  d'cclaration  Is  diwingenuous.  It  seems 
to  have  been  le>osely  drawn  with  the  es- 
pecial purpose  of  rendering  It  suscepti- 
ble to  one  Interpretation  by  one  set  ol 
men  and  to  a  diametrically  opposite  In- 
terpretation by  another.  It  does  not 
aver  that  Injunctions  should  not  Issue  in 
industrial  disputes,  but  only  that  they 
©hould  not  Issue  merely  because  they  are 


li,dustrlal  dlsputios.  and  yet  those  respon- 
sible for  the  declaration  must  have 
known  that  no  one-  has  ever  malntaineel 
that  the  fact  that  a  dispute  was  in- 
dustrial gave  any  basis  for  issuing  an 
Injunction  In  reference  thereto.  The 
declaration  seems  to  be  elrawn  In  Its 
present  vague  and  Imblguous  shape  to 
persuade  some  people  that  It  is  a  dec- 
laration against  the  Issue  of  injunctions 
in  any  Industrial  dispute;  wliile  at  the 
same  time  it  may  be  possible  to  ex- 
plain to  the  average  plain  citizen  who 
qbiects  to  (fjoas  dlstlnctionB  ithat  no 
such  intention  exists.  Our  position  is 
clear  and  un©qulve)cal.  We  are  anxious  to 
prevent  even  an  appearance  of  any  in- 
justice to  labor  In  issuing  injunctions, 
not  in  a  spirit  of  favoritismi  to  one 
set  of  our  fellow  citizens,  but  in  the 
Interest  of  Justice  to  all.  The  reason 
for  exercising  or  refusing  to  exercise 
the  power  of  Injunction  must  be  found 
in  the  character  of  the  unlawful  injury 
and  not  In  the  character  or  class  of  the 
persKvns  who  Infliot  this  Injury. 

The  man  who  has  a  business  which  Is 
being  unlawfully  injured  Is  entitled  to  the 
remeelies  which  the  law  has  always  given 
him,  no  matter  who  has  inflicted  the  in- 
juries. Otherwise  we  shall  ..  have  class 
legislation  un  ust  in  principle  and  likely 
to  sap  the  foundations  of  a  free  govern- 
ment. 

NOTICE  AND  HEARING  BEFORE 
ISSUE  OF  INJUNCTION. 

I  come  now  to  the  question  of  notice 
before  issuing  an  injunction.  It  it  a 
fundamental  rule  of  general  juii.'-pru- 
dence  that  no  man  shall  be  affecteil  by  a 
judicial  proceeding  without  notice  and 
hearing.  This  rule,  however,  has  some- 
times had  an  exception  in  the  issuing  of 
temporary  resiraining  orders  command- 
ing a  defendant  In  effect  to  maintain  the 
status  quo  until  a  hearing.  Such  a  pro- 
cess should  Issue  only  in  rare  cases 
where  the  threatened  change  of  the 
status  quo  would  inflict  irreparable  In- 
lury  If  time  were  taken  to  give  notice 
"and  a  summary  hearing.  The  unlawful 
injurv  usual  hi  industrial  disputes,  such 
as  I  have  described,  does  not  become  for- 
midable except  after  sufficient  time  in 
which  to  give  the  defendants  notice  and 
a  hearing.  I  do  not  mean  to  say  that 
there  may  not  be  cases,  even  in  industrial 
disputes,  where  a  restraining  order  might 
properlv  be  issued  without  notice,  but 
eenerafiy  I  ihink  it  is  otherwise.  lT\ 
some  state  courts,  and  in  le^wer  Federal 
courts,  the  practice  of  Issuing  a  tem- 
porary restraining  order  without  notice 
merely  to  preserve  the  status  quo,  on  th? 
theory  that  it  won't  hurt  anybody,  has 
been  "too  common.  Many  of  us  recall  I  hat 
the  practice  has  been  pursued  m  other 
than  Industrial  disputes,  as,  for  Instance, 
in  corporate  and  steick  coniroversu  s  like 
those  over  the  Erie  railroad,  in  which  a 
slay  order  without  notice  was  regarded 
as  a  step  of  great  advantage  to  the  one 
who  secured  it  and  a  corresponding  dis- 
advantage to  the  one  against  wliom  it 
was  secured.  Indeed,  the  chances  eif 
doing  an  injustice  on  an  ex  pare  appli- 
cation are  muo.i  incit-ased  ov.  r  inos-- 
when  a  hearing  is  granted,  and  there  may 
he  circumstances  under  which  it  may 
affect  the  defendant  to  his  detriment,  in 
the  case  of  a  lawful  strike,  the  sending 
of  a  formidable  document  re.straining  a 
number  of  defendants  from  doiny  a  great 
many  different  tilings  which  the  plaintiff 
avers  tliey  are  ihr.:ate.ilng  t<'  do.  oft- n 
discourages  men  always  reluctant  to  go 
into  a  strike  from  continuing  what  is 
their  lawful  right.  Tliis  Ims  made  the 
laboringman  feel  that  an  injustice  is  dene 
in  tlie  issuing  of  a  writ  without  notice.  I 
conceive  that  in  the  treatment  of  this 
question  it  is  the  duty  of  the  citizen  and 
the  legislator  to  view  the  suliject  from 
the  standp<iint  of  the  man  who  beheves 
himself  t.i  be  unjustly  treated,  as  well  as 
from  that  of  the  community  at  large  I 
have  suggested  the  rc-medy  of  returning 
in  =uch  ca.'^es  to  tfie  original  pni  tice 
under  the  .e,!d  statute  of  tlie  rnited 
States  and  the  rules  in  equity  adopted 
by  the  supreme  court,  which  did  not  per- 
mit the  issuing  of  an  injunction  without 
notice. 

In  this  respect  the  Republican  conven- 
tion has  adopted  another  remedy,  that, 
without  going  so  far,  promises  to  be 
efficacious  in  securing  proper  considera- 
tion in  such  cases  by  courts,  by  formulat- 
in.2  into  a  legislative  act  the  best  present 

practice.  .  .... 

Under  this  recommendation,  a  statute 
may  be  framed  which  shall  define  with 
considerable  particularity  and  emphasize 
the  exceptional  character  of  the  case.s  In 
which  restraining  orders  may  Issue  with- 
out notice,  and  which  shall  also  provide 
t'hat  when  thev  are  issued,  they  shail 
cease  to  be  openitive  beyond  a  short 
perieid  during  which  time  notice  shall 
be  served  and  a  hearing  had.  unless  tlic 
defendant  desiring  a  postponement  of  the 
hearing.  By  this  provision  the  injustice 
which  has  sometimes  occurred,  by  which 
a  prelimlnarv  restraining  order  of  widest 
application  has  been  issued  without  notice 
and  the  hearing  of  the  motion  for  t.he  m- 
iunclion  has  been  fixed  weeks  and  months 
"after  its  date,   could   not    recur. 

SMALL  NUMBER  OF  CASES 
FURNISHING  GROUNDS  FOR 
COMPLAINT  IN  FEDERAL 
COURTS. 

The  number  of  instances  in  which  re- 
straining orders  without  notice  in  indus- 
trial disputes  have  issued  by  federal 
courts  is  small,  and  it  is  urged  tliut  they 
do  not  therefore  con.stitute  an  evil  to  be 
remedied  by  statutory  amendment.  The 
small  number  of  c;:ses  complained  of 
t-bove  show  the  careful  manner  In  which 
most  fedfral  ludges  have  exerch'^ed  the 
iurisdlction.  but  the  belief  that  such 
"cases  are  numerous  has  been  so  wide- 
spread and  has  aroused  such  feeling  of 
injustice  that  more  definite  specification  In 
procedure  to  prevent  recurrence 
is  justified,  if  It  can  be  effected 
Injurv   to   the  administration   of 


public  the  benefits  of  the  new  statutes 
enacted  In  tlio  present  administration 
the  ultimate  Instrumentality  to  l>e  resort- 
eel  to  is  the  courts  of  the  United  States. 
If.  now,  their  authority  is  to  be  weakened 
In  a  manner  never  known  in  the  fiistory 
of  the  jurisprudence  of  Kngland  or 
America,  except  in  the  constitution  of 
Oklahoma,  how  can  we  expect  that  such 
statutes  will  have  efficient  enforcement? 
Those  who  advocate  this  intervention  of 
a  Jury  in  such  cases  seem  to  supi>oso 
that  this  change  in  some  way  will 
inure  only  to  the  benefit  of  the  pewr 
worklngman.  As  a  matter  of  fact  the 
person  who  will  secure  chief  advantage 
from  It  Is  the  wealthy  and  unscrupulous 
defendant,  able  to  employ  astute  arid  cun- 
ning counsel  and  anxious  to  avoid  Jus- 
tice 

I  have  been  willing.  In  order  to 
avoid  a  popular  but  unfounded  impres- 
sion that  a  Judge  in  punishing  for  con- 
tempt of  his  own  order  ni.iy  be  affected 
by  personal  feeling,  to  approve  a  law 
which  should  enable  the  contemner, 
upon  hi.s  application,  to  have  another 
Judge  sit  to  hear  the  charge  of  con- 
tempt, but  this,  with  so  many  judges  as 
there  are  available  in  the  federal  court, 
would  not  constitute  a  delay  in  the 
enforcement  of  the  process.  The  char- 
acter and  efficiency  of  the  trial  would 
be  the  same.  It  is  the  nature  and  the 
delay  of  a  jury  trial  in  such  eases 
that  those  who  would  wi.>-h  to  defy  the 
order  of  liie  court  v.ould  rely  upon  as 
a    reason    for    doing    sc>. 

MAINTENANCE  OF  FULL  POWER 
OF  COURTS  NECESSARY  TO 
AVOID  ANARCHY. 

The  a.iministi  alion  of  Justice  lies  at 
the  foundation  of  government.  The 
maintenance  of  tiie  authority  of  tlio 
courts  is  essential  unless  we  are  pre- 
pared to  embrace  anarchy.  Never  In 
the  liistory  of  the  country  has  there 
been  su'tli  an  Insidious  attack  upon  the 
judicial  system  as  the  proposal  to  in- 
terject a  jury  trial  lietv.een  all  orders 
of  the  court,  made  after  full  hearing, 
and  tiie  enforcement   of  such   orelers. 

CURRENCY  AND  BANKING. 

Mr.  Taft  indorsed  the  plank  of  the 
Republican  plallorm  on  the  currency 
sj-steni  and  strongly  approved  the 
adoption  of  a  postal  savings  bank  s.vs- 
tem.  He  critieise.l  the  Demoeratlo 
proposal  to  enforce  the  insurance  of 
bond  dejosits,  tiaiming  it  would  bring 
the  whole  banking  ."^-stem  of  the  coun- 
try down  In  ruin.  He  said:  "A  jdan 
for  a  guaranty  eif  deposits,  liy  the  vol- 
iintarv  ae  I  eif  the  banks  involved,  has 
oeen  favor.-ebly  reported  to  the  liouse  of 
representative's.  This  Is.  of  course, 
entirely  different  from  the  .vehrme  in 
the  Den-ocratic  platfeirm,  omitting,  as 
it  does,  tiie  feature  of  compulsory  par- 
ticipation In  the  government  guaranty. 
Thl.s  r.roposition  will  uneiuestionably 
receive  the  thoughtful  cemsiderathm  of 
the   national    monetarv   eeiminission." 

OUR  DEPENDENCIES. 

Mr.  Taft  next  discussed  the  Repub- 
lican polity  ag  to  dcpeneJene  ies  which 
came  to  us  a."-;  the  result  of  the  Spanish 
war,  and  declared  that  the  piope^sition 
of  the  Democratic  platform  on  the 
Philifyi.ines  would  leatl  te>  chaop  in  the 
i.-lands.  He  urged  tariff  laws  permit- 
ling  reeijrocal  free  trtde  in  products 
between  the  United  States  and  the 
Pililippines::. 

IN  CONCLUSION. 

He  discussed  the  Republican  platform's 
reference's  to  pensions,  the  rights  of  the 
negio,  the  ;:rmy,  and  navy,  tlie  protection 
of  citizens  abroad.  eMUservation  of  n.x- 
tion;il  re-'-'Ources  and  national  health  bu- 
reau, and  indoreed  publicity  of  cn.mpaign 
contrit  utions  and  exr.enditure.  Mr.  Taft 
expreistd  the  opinion  that  an  Income  tnx, 
when  the  protective  system  of  customs 
and  the  internal  revenue  tax  shall  not 
furnish  inciinie  enougli  for  governmental 
needs,  t-.m  and  should  be  devised  whicli 
under  the  decisions  of  the  supreme  court 
will  confe.rm  to  the  ComstUutlon.  He 
favored  the  election  t>f  senators  by  the 
people.  Mr.  Taft  closed  by  denouncing 
the  inaccuracy  and  insincerity  of  Demo- 
cratic charges  of  extravagajievo  In  in- 
crease of  offices  and  expenditures,  and 
contending  that  under  tlie  preisent  admin- 
istration there  iias  been  no  deficit  but  a 
surplus,  which  is  actually  in  the  treas- 
ury. He  appealed  for  support  to  the  Inde- 
pendent I^cmcciats  and  all  our  fellow- 
eliizens  who,  regardless  of  past  political 
differences,  unite  in  tlie  desire  to  main- 
tain the  policies,  perpetuate  the  blessings 
and  T.iake  secure  the  acliievenients  of  a 
greater  America.

It.« 
only  intelligible  declaration  in  regard  to 
injunctltn  suits  is  a  reiteration  of  the 
nlank  in  the  platforms  of  189C  and  1904 
providing  that  in  prosecutions  for  con- 
tempt in  federal  courts  where  the 
violation  of  the  order  constituting  the 
contempt  charged  is  indirect,  i.  e.,  outside 
of  the  presence  of  the  court,  there  shall 
be   a  jury  trial. 

DANGEROUS  AHACK  ON  THE 
POWER  OF  COURTS. 

This  provision  in  the  platform  of  1S% 
was  regarded  then  a.s  a  most  dangerous 
attack  upon  the  power  of  the  courts  to 
enforce  their  orders  and  decrees,  and  It 
was  one  of  the  chief  reasons  for  the  de- 
feat of  the  Democratic  party  in  that  con- 
test, as  it  ought  to  have  been.  The  ex- 
tended operation  of  such  provision  to 
v.-eaken  the  power  of  the  courts  in  the  en- 
forcement of  its  lawful  orders  can  hardly 
be  overstated.

— The  national 
l>ii.-f-ball  commission  yesterday  an- 
nouurt  .1.  as  it  did  la.^it  year,  a  list  of 
all  nxaj.ir  league  playsrs  who  have 
been  sold  to  minor  league  clubs  under 
rigreements  submitted  to  and  approved 
>y  the  commLssion  containing  options 
neld  by  the  various  major  league  clubs  I 
to  repurchase  such  players  by  Aug. 
20.    190S. 

The  national  commission  has  de- 
cided that  where  a  major  league  club 
desires  to  recall  any  player  specified 
in  the  list,  that  it  must  notify  the 
secretarj-  of  this  commission  as  well 
OS  the  minor  league  club,  with  which 
the  player  Is  now  playing,  on  or  be- 
fore Aug.  20,  that  it  Intends  to  'exer- 
cise its  option.  It  must  also  send  to 
the  secretary  of  the  commission  a 
check  for  the  amount  specified  for 
each  player,  which  will  be  forwarded 
by  the  secretarj'  to  the  minor  league 
clubs  Interested.  As  soon  as  the  sec- 
retary has  received  the  money  speci- 
fied under  any  of  the  options,  the 
players'  name  shall  bo  transferred 
from  the  minor  league  club  to  the 
major  league  club. 

The  commission  also  calla  attention 
to  revised  Rule  36,  which  was  pro- 
mulgated on  May  4,  and  aleo  Rules 
81  and  44  of  the  national  commission 
and  state  that  there  will  be  no  devia- 
tion from  these  rules  under  any  cir- 
cumstances.

awaiting  the  result  of  the  agricultural 
department's  work  in  gathering  data  of 
valuo  to  all  commercial  organizations. 
No  one  is  allowed  to  use  the  tele- 
phone or  tel^i-auh  instrunents  in  the 
bureau  for  .sending  out  information 
concerning  these  reports.  Secretary 
Wilson  and  Chief  Moore  of  the  weather 
.service  have  taken  all  p->s.>^ible  precau- 
tions to  prevent  "leaks"  ever  since  the 
sensational  cotton  crop  scandals  of  a 
few  years  ago,  which  resulted  in  the- 
permanent  removal  of  Statistician 
Hyde  to  England. 

The  weekly  crop  rci>5rt  Is  "put  on  the 
wire"  within  fifteen  seconds  after  it 
leaves  the  compiler's  room,  and  there  is 
no  possible  chance  for  arlvance  infor- 
m.atlon  to  circulate,  although  there  are 
brokerage  tirms  represented  here  v,hc)se 
nven  are  keenly  alive  to  every  i>osaible 
chance  for  news  which  might  have  a 
bearing  upon  market  prices. 

While  the  agricultural  department 
has  succeeded  in  'Motecting  the  secrecy 
of  Us  statistical  reports,  the  courts  have 
not  been  so  fortunate.

The 
needs  of  the  government  include  near- 
ly every  conceivable  article  of  com- 
merce from  prunes  to  steam  shovels; 
from  macaroni  for  the  navy,  to  motors 
and  fans  for  the  national  museum. 
The  Isthmian  canal  conmiisslon  is 
calling  for  all  sorts  of  furnishings; 
furniture,  dishes.  blacksmith  tools, 
dump  cars,  polishing  paste  and  porch 
swings.  The  medical  department  of 
the  army  ask.s  for  100,000  acelphcneti- 
dlnum  tablets"  a  few  thousand  "her- 
oin! hydrocliloridum"  and  .several  hun- 
dred other  drugs  with  equally  at- 
tractive   names. 

Building  material  by  the  train  load 
is  needed  by  the  treasury  department, 
flour,  feed  and  forage  by  the  ship  load 
will  be  purchased  and  sent  to  the  Pliil- 
tppiues.

A  twelve  hour  service  between  Du- 
luth and  Winnipeg  Is  a  plan  that  the 
officials  of  the  Duluth,  Rainy  Lake  & 
Winnipeg  axe  working  upon.  The  de- 
tails of  the  plan  are  also  being  worked 
out  by  the  officials  of  the  Canadian 
Northern. 

At  the  present  time  the  Winnipeg 
train  loaves  this  city  at  3.50  p.  m.  and 
reaches  Winnipeg  at  9.30  the  next 
morning.  The  plan  is  to  reduce  this 
running  time  by  over  six  hours. 

The  new  train  over  the  new  short 
line  route  to  Winnipeg  has  proven  a 
thorough  success.  The  business  has 
been  good  and  the  outlook  for  greatly 
increased  business  is  very  bright.  It 
is  for  this  reason  that  the  officials  are 
planning  to  give  the  travelers  between 
here  and  Winnipeg  a  much  faster  ser- 
To  attain  this  speed  the  road-bed  be- 
tween Virginia  and  Fort  Frances  will 
be  thoroughly  ballasted.  Many  places 
along  the  right  of  way  of  the  Duluth, 
Rainey  Lake  &  Winnipeg's  road  are 
na'curally  low  and  ."wampy.

— Thirty-six  men 
were  Indicted  by  the  Kings  county 
grand  jury  today  on  charges  of  vio- 
lating the  anti-gambling  laws  at  the 
race  track.  Tho.se  Indicted  Include 
some  of  the  most  prominent  men  who 
formerly  occupied  stools  In  the  bet- 
ting rings.

— (Special 
to  The  Herald.— Deputy  Game  Warden 
William  Munch  yesterday  made  the 
biggest   "killing"   of  any  game  warden 

in  tills  part  of  Minne.sota  in  several 
yea.rs,  when  he  arrested  three  Indians 
and  one  white  man  in  Red  Lake  coun- 
ty, took  them  to  Red  Lake  Palls  and 
convicted  the  entire  bunch  of  killing 
moose  out  of  .season.

The  flr.st  train  over  th«  new  exten- 
tenaton  of  the  Wisconsin  Central  en- 
tered Duluth  at  11  o'clock  this  morn- 
ing. This  event  Is  significant  of  a 
IremendouB  development  of  the  terri- 
tory contiguous  to  the  Head  of  the 
Lakes,  and  of  a  still  more  wonderful 
development  of  the  territory  that  lies 
furthor  to  the   west. 

The  greate.<*t  feature  of  tho  trip  of  the 
traffic  men  to  DuluLh  is  that  th*  offi- 
cials of  the  Wisronsin  Central  recog- 
ni'/,.-  the  growing  lmi>ortanoe  of  this 
teiTitory. 

They  haven't  come  up  here  merely 
on  a  pleasure  jaunt  or  to  spend  a  plea- 
sant vacation.  They  have  come  to  Ihi- 
luth  to  l»ec<>m<'  acquainted  with  the 
shipping  po.ssil/illtles  of  the  territory. 

A  short  line  Ixstween  Chicago  and

We  have  Inillt  a  direct  line  from 
Chicago,  a  line  that  connects  the 
Middle  West  with  the  great  Canadian 
Northwest,  through  the  medium  of 
the  Winnipeg  r«jad.  The  great  traffic  at 
the  Head  of  the  Lakes  will  grow  to 
vast  proportions,  much  greater  than  It 
l8  today,  and  the  officials  of  the  Wis- 
consin Central  feel  that  they  have  en- 
tered a  territory  rich  In  natural  re- 
sources; a  territory  whose  great  asset  is 
Its  future  greatness. 

"Business  is  improving.  I  think  that 
this  section  of  the  country  will  be  one 
of  the  first  eectlons  of  the  United 
Std;te«  to  feel  the  general  revival  in 
trade.  You  really  don't  know  that 
there  has  been  a  money  panic.  Your 
farmers  throughout  the  Northwest 
have  not  felt  its  stringency.  They  are 
In  a  position  to  feel  the  first  general 
stimulus  of  bettor  business  conditions. 
For  this  reason  this  part  of  the  coun- 
try will  respond  nu)re  rapidly  than 
other  section*  of  the  country  which 
have  felt  the  panic  in  Its  more  seri- 
ous as  poets.  ^     ' 

"Our  line  has  reached  Superior.  Our 
depot  there  will  be  finished  by  the  first 
of  October.  Our  depot  here  will  be 
coinpleted  as  soon  as  the  work  on  the 
tunnel  Is  fUiL-shed.  We  are  going  to 
erect  a  first  class  station  in  every  de- 
tail, because  we  are  of  the  opinion 
that  the  demand  of  the  territory  calls 
for  that  kind  of  a  structure.     We  have 


the  utmost  confidence  in  Duluth  and  we 
are  bringing  our  men  here  to  get  ac- 
quainted  with   the  situation  here." 

Fred  E.  Singer,  general  freight 
agent,  stated  that  the  object  of  the 
trip  was  to  promote  a  friendly  feeling 
between  the  shippers  and  employees 
of  the  road.  Mr.  .Singer  expressed  the 
opinion  that  the  new  line  would  prove 
a  winner  from  the  first,  because  of  the 
natural  advantages  of  the  territory. 
If  there  is  not  set  back  this  fall  Mr. 
Singer  believes  that  the  business  will 
reach  unusual  proportions. 

"You  are  one  of  the  great  commercial 
centers  of  the  world,"  said  Mr.  Singer. 
"You  take  wheat  and  ore  down  the 
lakes  and  your  ships  come  back  fiilled 
with  coal.  Your  trade  between  eastern 
centers  is  steady  and  assured.  It  won't 
be  so  very  long  before  the  Increased 
wheat  acreage  of  the  Canadian  North- 
west will  have  reached  such  a  large 
area  that  the  Canadian  must  look  to 
the  United  States  for  a  market.  I 
believe  that  wheat  will  be  sent  east 
between  this  city  in  no  great  dis- 
tant time.  This  section  of  the  country 
is  extending  its  boundrj'  and  the  trade 
some  day  be  linked  with  the  natural 
commerce  of  the  Northwest.  A  new 
route  to  the  East  will  be  established 
by  natural  and  inevitable  trade  con- 
ditions. ^  .,

mercial club.  Before  the  luncheon  the 
members  of  the  club  met  the  traffic 
men  at  an  Impromptu  reception.  Aft- 
er luncheon  the  members  of  the  party 
were  the  guests  of  the  city  on  a  ride 
over  the  boulevard.  Members  of  the 
Commercial  club  accompanied  the  rail- 
road men. 

This  morning  the  special  traffic  train, 
made  up  of  seven  coaches,  was  stopped 
at  Garfield  avenue  and  the  members  of 
the  party  alighted  and  made  a  tho- 
rough inspection  of  the  work  within 
the  city  limits.  The  railroad  men  foot- 
ed it  from  Garfield  avenue  over  the 
construction  work  into  the  city.  The 
party  will  leave  for  St.  Paul  tonight, 
over  the  Northern  Pacific.

AGAINST  PROHIBITION. 

Vote  in  Texas  Primaries  Opposed  to 
State  Wide  Prohibition. 

Dallas,  Tex.,  July  29.— Practically  com- 
plete returns  from  117  of  the  234  counties 
of  this  state  and  scattering  returns  from 
87  others  give  the  vote  in  last  Saturday's 
primary  election  for  the  negative  in  the 
matter  of  the  submission  of  a  state-wido 
prohibition  amendment  77,72€  votes,  and 
the  affirmative  68,853.  The  total  vote  is 
estimated  at  300,000,  and  of  this  number 
20«,000  have  been  accounted  for,  many 
persons  not  voting  on  this  proposition. 

The  election  law  declared  that  no  speci- 
fic demand  for  legiBlation  shall  be  made 
in  the  party  platform  unless  It  shall 
have  received  a  majority  of  all  the  votes 
cast  in  the  primary  election,  and  the  sub- 
mission proposition,  it  Is  believed,  will 
fall  this  requirement  by  perhaps  60,000 
votes  when  complete  returns  are  received.

Of  Western  Coals  Made 

by  United  StatesXIeo- 

jogical  Survey. 

Factor  in  Conservation 

of  the  Country's 

Coal  Supply. 


Washington,   July   29.— The   fuel-test- 
ing plant  of  the  Unite<l  States  geologi- 
cal survey  at  I>enver,  (.'ulo.,  one  of  the 
factors  in  the  conservation  of  the  coal 
supply  of  the  country,  will  resume  op- 
erations at  an  early  ditte.  At  this  plant 
the   g'vernment    is  endeavf^ing   to   ob- j 
tain    greater   efficiency    from    the    coals ' 
of  the  Rocky  Mountain  fields  by  wash-  I 
Ing    and   cooking   them.      Many    of   the  i 
coals   f>f  the  West   contain  such   quan-  I 
titles  i>f  impurities— ash  and  sulphur- 
that   they   ar^  not  of     much   value   for 
commercial  use.     It  haj*  t»«^n  the  gov- 
ernment's purpose  to  wash  the  Impuri- 
ties   out    of   these    coals    so   that    they 
can    be    utilized.      The   success   already 
obtained    warrants    a    continuation    of 
this  work.     During  the  last  Jiscnl   year 
ninety  tests    of    coals    were     made    at 
the  Denver  plant,  resulting  In  many  of 
them  being  decidedly   improved. 

Of  thirty-seven  Western  coals  test- 
ed at  the  Denver  plant,  all  but  thre*- 
produced  good  coke,  though  a  number 
of  them  were  considered  as  non-coking. 
The  importance  of  this  is  seen  when 
the  immensity  of  the  smelting  busi- 
ness of  the  \V>  St  is  realized,  and  the 
therefore  enormous  demand  for  good 
coke.  Several  of  these  coals,  without 
washing,  have  failed  to  make  coke  fit 
for  metallurgical  purrK>ses,  owing  to 
the  large  amount  of  sulphur  in  them. 
Other  cctals  would  not  even  make  steam 
without  the  washing  process. 

It  is  likely  that  the  final  results  of 
these  tests  will  add  millions  of  d<dlars 
to  the  fuel  values  of  the  West.  It  has 
already  been  shown  that  a  number  of 
coals  that  in  the  past  have  not  been 
mined  because  of  their  Impurities,  can 
now  be  profitably  utilized.  This  will 
extend  the  life  of  the  fuel  supply  and 
make  posslhl*-  vast  industrial  enter- 
prises in  the  West  that  would  not  lo- 
cate there  had  the  government  not 
taken  this;  step. 

The  lack  of  knowledge  of  the  nature 
of  the  coals  of  the  West  has  been  its 
chief  handicap  tc»  commercial  develop- 
ment. With  the  finest  supply  of  bi- 
tuminous and  anthracite  coal  in  the 
world  located  in  the  Klastern  part  of 
the  country.  It  has  ben  felt  that  the 
West,  in  some  in.stances.  could  not 
compete  in  manufacturing.  The  re- 
sults shown  by  the  government  have 
done  much  to  dispel  this  Idea  and  the 
West  has  been  going  forward  at  a 
rapid  rate.  Still  further  developments 
are  expe'jtt-d  upon  the  completion  of 
the  tests  this  year.  The  Denver  plant 
is  in  charge  ot  A.  W.  Belden,  assist- 
ed by  U.  H.  L».  Imater.  A  bulletin  will 
soon  be  issued  by  the  geological  sur- 
vey on  the  wc»rk  already  accomplished 
at  this  plant.

Xew  York,  July  21).— Charle.**  F.  Nae- 
thing.  reytaurteur,  fisherman,  and 
athletic  enthusiast,  of  267  We.st  Sev- 
enty-s-econd  stn  et.  ha.s  been  appointed 
by  Sur^ognt^'  lVrk.,-tt  t'l  be  adminis- 
trator of  the  estate  of  his  brother,  John 
I'hlHp  Xaething.  who  is  believed  to  be 
having  disappeared  fnun  his 
n  1871.  whtn  he  was  about  30 
\e.irs  old.  He  was  then  living  with  his 
incther  at  191   Wiiiiain   ."Street. 

While  still  a  minor,  in  ist>l,  John  en- 
listed in  n  Zouave  regiment  known 
as  the  "Lost  Children. "  but  on  his 
father's  application  he  was  discharged. 
A  few  months  later  young  Naething 
enlisted  in  the  navy,  and  served  until 
the  end  of  the   war. 

The  young  man.  imbued  with  the 
spirit  of  adventure,  left  his  home  in 
1871  without  warning.  The  following 
year  Charles  Naething  received  from 
his  brother  a  letter  bearing  the  post- 
mark of  a  western  city.  Letters  ad- 
dressed to  the  missing  man  there  nev- 
er brought  a  reply,  and  years  ago  he 
was  given  up  as  dead.

ground  that  he  felt  that  he  must,  as  the  candidate  of  the 
opposing  party,  take  a  fling  at  the  Democratic  plat- 
form, and  did  it  by  main  strength. 

In  the  tirst  place,  nobody  will  deny  the  infamy  in- 
volved in  discrimination  between  localities  such  as  Mr. 
Taft  describes  when  he  speaks  of  a  corporation  undersell- 
ing a  competitor  to  drive  it  out  of  business  in  one  sec- 
tion, while  at  the  same  time  recouping  its  losses  by  exor- 
bitant prices  in  non-competitive  localities.  That  is  a 
real  evil,  destroying  competition  and  oppressing  the 
people.  Being  a  real  evil,  it  is  the  duty  of  the  govern- 
ment to  destroy  it. 

There  could  be  nothing  more  practical  than  a  pro- 
posal to  make  this  discrimination  a  crime  and  to  punish 
the  corporation  officials  who  violate  the  law  in  that  re- 
spect. Indeed,  no  more  practical  method  of  attacking 
this  characteristic  trust  proceeding  could  be  devised. 
Such  a  law  would  meet  a  real  evil,  and  would  not  only 
:ittack  and  destroy  that  evil,  but  would  eliminate  one  of 
the  most  effective  trust  methods  of  stifling  competition 
and  robbing  the  people. 

But  Mr.  Taft  says  that  to  regulate  prices,  even  the 
prices  of  a  trust,  is  "absurd  and  Socialistic." 

In  the  name  of  justice.  Mr.  Taft.  what  other  object 
have  the  American  people  in  seeking  the  regulation  of 
great  corporations  than  to  bring  about  fair  prices  instead 
of  exorbitant  prices,  and  just  profits  instead  of  infamous 
profit: 


WIATHER  TO  ORDER. 

Exceedingly  intcr.->ttng.  but  s.-mewhat  alarming,  is 
the  news  that  John  N  ,rcr  -ss  ui  Mv,n.  HI.,  a  farmer  68 
years  of  age,  .s  the  .uventor  of  a  machine  which  he 
claims  will  produce  weather  of  any  kmd  desired,  wet  or 

dry,  hot  or  cold. 

The  possibilities  of  k-».>'1  in  such  an  invention  are  un- 
limited, and  it  is  very  entertaining  to  permit  the  imagina- 
tion to  run  riot  among  these  possibilities.  Nature,  as  is 
well  known,  is  very  careless  about  its  weather.  Though 
exceedingly  benevolent  and  warmhearted  on  many  occa- 
sions, in  the  disposal  of  its  weather  it  is  very  erratic  and 
often  mercilessly  cruel. 

For  instance,  there  are  times  in  the  season  of  grow- 
ing crops  when  the  wheat  country  needs  rain  and  the 
corn  country  nee.ls  h.n.  dry  weather.  Nature,  just  as 
likely  as  not.  will  ."^end  the  hot.  dry  weather  to  the  wheat 
country,  spoiling  the  wheat,  and  the  rainy  weather  to 
the  corn  country,  damaging  the  corn  prospects. 

Again,  you  have  visitors  from  abroad  to  whom  you 
have  been  boasting  of  the  beauties  of  Duluth  weather. 
They  arc  here  for  a  few  days  only,  and  you  want  to 
drive  them  around  the  boulevard,  take  them  out  tishmg. 
or  give  them  a  boat  ride  on  the  bays  and  rivers.  Nature, 
without  a  particle  of  consideration  for  your  peace  of 
mind,  is  just  as  likely  as  not  to  send  a  procession  of 
Storms  that  keep  you  and  your  guests  indoors,  and  your 
guests  go  home  with  an  evii  impression  of  Duluth 
weather  and  a  very  poor  opinion  of  your  veracity. 

So  if  Inventor  Norcross  had  made  a  machine  that 
will  create 'just  the  kind  of  weather  the  owner  of  the 
machine  dc-,ires.  it  is  easy  to  sec  that  its  possibilities  are 
enormous,  and  that  there  is  nothing  to  prevent  the 
weather  from  being  ideal  at  all  times. 

Yet  while  the  imagination  is  running  at  will  over 
these  possibilities,  an  alarming  thought  occurs.  Suppose, 
just  at  the  time  when  your  guests  are  here  and  you  wish 
good  weather,  somebody  else  else  with  a  crop  of  growing 
produce  needs  rain.  You  set  the  indicator  upon  your 
machine  at  "Fair."  fire  it  up  un.l  turn  it  loose.  But  just 
over  the  hill,  perhaps,  the  man  who  wants  rain  for  his 
crop-  t,  his  indicator  at  -Herivy  Showers"  and  sets  his 
machine  going.  What  would  happen  then,  with  one 
machine  trying  to  turn  out  fair  weather  and  another 
manufacturing  foul  weather? 

And  w  »uld  all  the  owners  of  weather  machines  in  any 
partici;'  ir  action  ever  agree  upon  the  kind  of  weather  to 
be  produced  at  any  particular  moment?  Wouldn't  the 
fellow  that  had  plained  a  picnic,  and  the  fellow  that 
was  mad  because  he  wasn't  invit.-d,  come  into  conflict? 
On  the  whole,  unless  the  use  of  this  machine  is  going 
to  be  regulated  strictly  by  the  government,  Norcross  and 
his  inventi'm  had  better  be  consigned  to  ^ome  voice- 
less \v:!dfriie->,  letting  the  wor!<l  get  on.  as  it  always 
has  somehow,  with  the  sort  of  weather  that  nature  sees 
fit  to  i)r'.vide.  Unless  some  scheme  is  devised  of  a.scer- 
taininn.  at  any  s^i\cn  moment,  what  will  be  the  best 
bran<l  of  weather  f  >r  the  common  good,  nothing  but 
endless  strife  and  possible  catastrophe  can  result.  There 
are  people  who  would  take  delight  in  buying  a  machine 
and  making  it  produce  just  the  kind  of  weather  that 
nobody  wanted,  merely  to  be  contrary.

It  was 
about  a  man  who  went  into  a  club,  and  presently  came 
clattering  down  the  front  stairs.  Nothing  daunted,  he 
returned  to  the  charge,  and  soon  came  hurtling  down  the 
front  steps  again.  A  third  time  did  he  enter  the  pre- 
cincts of  the  club,  and  a  third  time  did  he  come  tumbling, 
heels  over  head,  out  into  the  street  again. 

On  the  third  occasion  he  straightened  up.  looked  back 
at  the  door  of  the  club  rooms,  and  remarked:  "You  can't 
fool  me.     They  don't  want  me  in  there." 

The  Kansas  man  who  tried  to  nominate  Mr.  Bryan 
at  last  night's  convention  of  Mr.  Hearst's  personally 
conducted  Independence  party  came  to  a  similar  realiza- 
ti<m  before  he  got  through  with  it.  Apparently  he  had 
totally  misapprehended  the  moving  spirit  of  this  new 
party,  or  ho  would  never  have  ventured  to  mention  the 
name  of  Bryan  in  the  hearing  of  its  delegates.  It  was 
like  touching  a  match  to  a  pile  of  powder.  A  riot  ensued 
immediately.  The  unfortunate  and  amazed  Kansas  man 
was  hustled  out  of  the  hall,  the  delegates  angrily  throw- 
ing the  scenery  at  him  as  he  passed  in  review,  taking 
only  a  sixteenth  of  one  second  to  pass  a  given  point. 
One  very  earnest  delegate  from  New  York  aimed  a  biDw 
at  him  with  a  cane  that  would  have  still  further  increased 
his  bewilderment  had  it  hit;  very  likely  it  would  have 
made  it  permanent. 

Very  evidently  this  was  another  place  where  Mr. 
Bryan  was  not  wanted.  Why  should  he  be  wanted  there 
when  one  of  the  chief  objects  of  Mr.  Hearst  in  forming 
the  party  was  to  get  even  with  the  Nebraska  statesman 
for  failing  to  make  him  the  Democratic  nominee  four 
years  ago?  The  incident  helps  to  illuminate  the  animus 
of  the  new  party.

We  presume  this  is  intended  to  be  an  argument 
against  the  proposal  for  a  national  bureau  of  health  to 
co-operate  with  state  and  municipal  health  authorities 
in  attacking  the  conditions  that  create,  spread  and  foster 
disease.  It  is  the  kind  of  stuff  that  some  people  consider 
argument,  and  no  doubt  the  man  that  wrote  it  sat  back 
satisfied,  when  he  had  finished,  that  he  had  dealt  a  crush- 
ing blow  to  the  plan.  It  used  to  be  that  all  anybody  had 
to  do.  to  kill  a  movement  for  the  good  of  humanity, 
was  to  dismiss  it  with  a  careless  wave  of  the  hand  as 
"paternalistic."  That  settled  it.  But  that  sort  of  argu- 
ment doesn't  go  any  more,  for  people  are  not  to  be 
balked  in  their  search  for  better  things  by  the  indiscrim- 
inate use  of  overworked   adjectives  like  "paternalistic." 

It  has  been  discovered  that  certain  diseases— and  their 
number  is  growing — are  due  to  conditions  which  society, 


eases  can  be  obliterated.  States  and  municipalities, 
slowly  but  surely,  are  taking  up  this  work.  The  proposal 
of  the  American  Association  for  the  Advancement  of 
Science  is  simply  to  do  for  the  human  beings  what  the 
federal    government   already   does   for   hogs,    sheep   and 

cattle. 

"The  government  is  not  a  dry  nurse,"  says  the  San 
Francisco  critic.  It  must  be  either  a  dry  nurse  to  dis- 
ease, through  unforgivable  neglect,  or  a  dry  nurse  to 
health  through  proper  attention  to  conditions  that  create 
disease.

LouisvlUo  Courier-Journal:  It  Is  said 
that  Br>-an  and  Kern  look  to  the  Middls 
West  for  the  votes  which  shall  give  them 
a  majority  In  the  elector.al  oollege.  The 
lerm  Is  not  verv  clear,  but  It  seems  set- 
tled that  Ohio  Indiana,  Illinois  and  Ne- 
braska are  states  to  which  the  Demo- 
cratic candidates  look  with  high  hopes. 
Minnesota  and  Wisconsin  are  also  looked 
to  with  some  hope_,  the  former  as  the 
home  of  Governor  John-son  thp  latter  as 
sharln?  the  radicalism  of  La  Follette. 

Now  It  Is  pointed  out  that  none  of  these 
states  has  cast  a  Democratic  electoral 
\x>te  in  twelve  years.  They  Increased  th« 
vote  for  Harrison  In  1892  by  563,«)00,  for 
McKlnley  G(>?.S54  in  1S96.  In  1900  the  Re- 
publican majority  was  26,500  in  Indiana 
106  500  In  Minnesota,  94  In  Illinois  and 
64,000  in   Ohio. 

Now  this  array  of  figures  Is  not  very 
satisfactory.  In  1892  Cleveland  had  sweep- 
ing pluralities  in  Democratic  states,  and 
carried  a  number  that  were  usually  Re- 
.publlcan.  This  did  not  prevent  a  great 
victory  for  McKlnley  in  IRiW.  It  may  be 
said  that  a  tidal  -wave  will  be  needed  to 
reverse  the  great  Republican  majorities 
of  former  years.  But  a  tidal  wave  was 
needed  In  1896  to  reverse  the  Democratic 
majorities  four  ye^rs  before,  and  the 
wave  was  there.  Btrtween  1892  and  1893 
there  wa.s  the  panic  of  1S93,  and  the  lean 
A  ears  which  followed  it.  There  was  be- 
sides the  division  In  Democratic  ranks, 
but  how  far  this  was  caused  by  the  panic 
is  an  Interesting  fjuestlon.  The  Republi- 
can'5  with  full  control  of  the  govern- 
ment had  a  panic  In  1.S97,  one  year  be- 
fore 'the  presidential  election,  instead  of 
three  as  In  1S93.  A  panic  Is  always  cred- 
tted  to  the  parly  In  power.  So  far  there- 
fore the  conditions  are  as  favorable  for 
a  tidal  wave  In  1908  as  In  1S;«. 

There  Is  known  U)  be  division  In  Re- 
publican counrils,  not  precisely  as  occur- 
red In  the  Democratic  party  twelve  years 
agv5.  but  still  there  is  a  great  slump  of 
Republican  voters.  The  Democrats  are  re 
united  and  confident. 

It  seems,  therefore,  not  conclusive  to 
say  that  a  Democratic  victory  In  1908 
would  require  a  tidal  wave  In  the  Middle 
West.  That  Is  Just  what  we  have  a 
right  to  expect.  And  w^hile  the  main  fight 
may  be  In  the  West,  there  is  by  no 
means  a  giving  up  of  the  BaiJt.  for  New 
York  will  be  hotly  contested,  or  of  the 
Pacific  states,  -where  Democratic  hopes 
are  high.  The  majorities  of  four,  eight 
or  twelve  years  ago  cannot  be  cited  as  In- 
dicating the  trend  of  public  senulment  this 
year  The  Indications  are  that  1908  will 
make  a  new  record  a>ll  along  the  lines, 
and  especially  in  the  Middle  West. 

"Keep  the  Wounds  Open."

MONEY  IN  STRAWBERRIES. 

Ontonagon  People  Who  Make  Suc- 
cess of  Fruit's  Culture. 

Ontonagon,  Mich.,  July  29.- (Special 
to  The  Herald.)— The  Nehmers  of  On- 
tonagon have  again  demonstrated  that 
there  is  money  in  growing  strawber- 
ries. Their  crop  tills  year  Is  about 
6,000  crates  of  16  quarts  each,  or  3,000 
bushel  which  were  secured  from 
seventeen  acres  of  plants.  The  gross 
receiiJts  from  these  berries  are  between 
Jlo.OW  and  112,000,  the  exact  amount 
not  being  obtainable  at  this  time. 

But  It  must  not  be  inferred  that 
this  is  all  profit.  It  represents  the 
greater  part  of  a  year's  work.  The 
cultivation  of  seventeen  acres  of  plants 
Is  no  small  task,  and  the  plants  must 
be  renewed  every  second  year.  Then 
there  Is  the  expense  of  picking  them 
and  getting  them  on  the  market.  But 
after  all  of  this  has  been  deducted  it 
will    leave   a   handsome   profit. 

Like  most  any  other  undertaking  In- 
telligent and  persistent  effort  must  be 
ixerted  to  make  a  success  in  the  cul- 
tivation of  strawberries.  The  Neh- 
mers started  in  a  small  way  and  they 
have  gradually  increased  the  scope  of 
their  operations  until  it  hus  become  a 
very  attractive  project.

MYSTERY  OF  HIS 
PARENTS'  DEATH 


be  Solved  by  Percy 
RaisbecK  if  Pos- 
sible. 


Chicago,  July  30, — Percy  Raisbeck 
left  for  Minneapolis  last  night  to 
make  an  attempt  to  solve  the  mystery 
of  the  violent  death  of  his  father  and 
mother,  Mr.  and  Mr.s.  George  A.  Rais- 
beck, whose  bodies  were  found  in 
Lake  Sylvia,  two  miles  from  Annan- 
dale.  Minn. 

"I  am  going  to  hire  private  detec- 
tives," he  said,  "to  solve  thlo  mystery. 
I  know  it  would  bo  my  father's  wi.'^h. 
If  there  is  a  murder,  I  am  satisfied 
of  my  own  conviction  that  it  was  com- 
mitted   by    outsiders." 

Before  he  left,  young  Raisbeck  re- 
ceived a  telegram  staling  that  the 
coroner  had  directed  his  jury  to  bring 
In  a  verdict  of  drowning,  despite  the 
fact  that  physicians  proved  Mrs.  Rai".;- 
beck    could    not    have    been    drowned 

"It  wa.s  father's  hobby — fishing," 
said  young  Raisbeck  last  night.  "He 
loved  to  cast  for  bass  in  the  evening. 
Mother  usually  rowed  the  boat  for 
him.  My  theory  is  that  father  caught 
a  fish,  and  mother,  in  an  effort  to 
help  him  land  it,  toppled  over  into 
the  water.  Father,  throwing  off  his 
coat,  jumped  in  after  her  and  the 
bruises  on  her  body  doubtle:is  came 
from  his  frantic  attempts  to  .^ave  her. 
^Ips.  Ralsbeek  His  .StepinoUier. 

"Mrs.  Raisbeck  is  my  stepmother. 
I  have  not  known  her  as  a  moth'-r, 
as  I  have  been  away  from  home  al- 
most continually  since  the  marriage. 
But  I  do  know  that  she  was  a  very 
lovely  and  lovable  woman." 

At  the  Chicago  Beach  hotel,  where 
the  Raisbecks  made  their  home,  the 
clerk  said  that  the  fam.ily  life  of  Rais- 
beck and  his  young  wife  seemed  ideal. 

"They  occupied  apartments  next  to 
mine,"  "he  said.  "I  never  heard  a 
voice." 

The  bodies  have  bee n. prepared  for 
burial  in  acordance  with  the  instruc- 
tions of  young  Raisbeck.  They  will 
probably  be  taken  to  New  York  for 
Interment.

Troy,  N.  Y.,  July  SO.— What  Is  ex- 
pected to  be  the  final  session  of  the  In- 
quest into  the  death  of  Hazel  Drew, 
the  young  girl  fo'jnd  In  Teal's  Pond, 
July  11,  and  believed  to  have  been 
murdered,  began  here  today.  Among- 
the  fifteen  witnesses  to  be  examined 
are  the  mother  and  father  of  Jiaxel 
Drew,  the  aunt,  Minnie  Taylor,  and  the 
persons  who  formerly  employed  tho 
girl.  Carrie  Weaver,  who  was  Hazel's 
chum,  also  will  be  a  witness,  if  she 
reaches  the  city  in  time  from  Ohio, 
where  she  has  been  on  a  vacation. 

C)ne  incident  in  connection  with  the 
Teal's  Pond  tragedy,  of  which  little 
ha?  been  known,  will  receive  a  thor- 
ough inveslipation  before  the  inquest 
cio'es.  A  certain  camp,  situated  near 
the  mill  pond  where  Hazel  Drew  was 
killed,  at  which  many  peculiar  enter- 
i  tainments  were  said  to  have  been  ar- 
ranged by  the  owners,  alleged  to  be 
prominent  Alb.iny  nun,  will  be  probed 
.sharply  by  District  Attorney  O'Brien. 
Two  women  from  the  Sand  Lake 
neighborhood  will  testify  today  about 
this  camp,  and  revelations  of  a  startl- 
ing ch.-iract<  r  are  promised.  Whether 
or  not  this  testimony  will  shed  any 
light  on  the  killing  of  Hazel  Drew  Is 
regarded  as  problematical.  Late  last 
night  a  message  was  received  in  the 
city  from  detectives,  who  had  been 
searching  for  evidence  In  the  Grafton 
mountains,  saying  their  quest  had  been 
without  result.

NEGRO 


Causes  Fight  With  Sheriff 

in  Which  Two  Men 

Are  Killed. 


Futile  Attempt  of  Officer 

to  Save  Woman's 

Assailant. 


Pensacola,  Fla.,  July  30.— Two  men 
killed  and  nine  wounded,  some  of  them 
fatally,  is  the  result  of  the  clash  last 
midnight  between  a  mob  bent  upon 
lynching  Lcandcr  Shaw,  a  negro,  and 
the  sheriff  and  his  forces,  in  which  the 
mob  finally  overpowered  the  authori- 
ties. The  lynching  was  carried  out  in 
the  most  prominent   park  of  this  city. 

Shaw  yesterday  assaulted  Mrs.  Lil- 
lian Davis,  a  highly  respected  lady  near 
this  city  durin.?  the  absence  of  her 
husband,  and  after  cutting  her  throat 
almoiit  from  ear  to  ear.  clubbed  her 
over  the  head  with  a  revolver  which  he 
had    taken    from    the   house. 

During  the  afternoon  when  it  be- 
came known  that  the  negro  had  been 
arrested,  crowds  began  forming  upon 
the  streets  and  early  in  the  night  they 
were  reinforced  by  large  numbers  of 
men  from  the  country.  The  mob 
formed  about  9  o'clock  last  night  and 
made  an  attack  on  tr\e  county  Jail 
where  the  negro  was  confined.  The 
Jail  gate  was  broken  down  by  the  mob 
and  the  sheriff  and  his  deputies  opened 
f^re.  Three  men  dropped  with  the  first 
volley  from  the  sheriff's  force,  who 
were  using  Winchester  rifles  and  shot- 
guns.     Volley    after    volley    was    then

The  total  valuation  of  his  share  Is  es- 
timated at  about  $12,000.  but  no  one 
knows  the  exact  valuation  of  the  Illi- 
nois estate. 

To  Mrs.  Singer  goes  the  Singer  dock 
properly  in  this  city,  the  remaining 
half  of  the  Illinois  e.state.  the  jewelry, 
including  diamonds,  greenstones  and 
other  valuables  and  some  securities  of 
small  value. 

No  attempt  has  yet  been  made  at  an 
appraisal  of  the  total  value  of  the 
estate,  as  no  figures  have  been  re- 
ceived relative  to  the  value  of  the 
Illinois  estate.  Both  E.  T.  Singer  and 
Mrs  Singer  preferred  claims  against 
the  estate  for  mon^y  loaned  to  Capt.

Others  What  They 

May  Expect 


A  Jail  sentence  hereafter  for  every- 
body proven  guilty  of  violating  the 
automobile     speed     ordinance. 

Louis  Richards,  chauffeur  for  A.  W. 
Hepworth.  w lib  ,  ran  into  Dr.  Mary 
McCoy  and  Leo  Vim  at  the  corner  of 
Lake  avenue  and  Superior  street  two 
weeks  ago.  appeared  before  Judge 
Windom  In  police  court  this  morning. 
He  was  sentenced  to  serve  five  days 
In  the  county  Jail,  with  no  alternative. 

"As  Richards  Is  the  first  man  to  be 
given  a  Jail  sentence,  I  shall  be  very 
light  on  hitn,"  said  the  court.  "Five 
days  will  be  sufficiently  long  to  demon- 
strate to  other  drivers  of  automobiles 
that  I  am  in  eajnest  about  Jail  sen- 
tences. After  this  they  may  expect  no 
alternative  of  a  fine." 

A.  E.  McManus  defended  Richards. 
Dr.  McCoy  Is  still  In  the  hospital,  re- 
covering from  the  effects  of  a  broken 
leg  resulting  from  the  reckless  driving 
of  Richards,  and  so  was  unable  to  be 
on  hand  this  morning,  but  Leo  Tim, 
who  was  thrown  several  feet  by  the 
automobile,  and  badly  bruised,  was  In 
court,  and  testified  relative  to  the  ac- 
cident. William  Orecovsky  and  W.  L. 
Pierce,  who  witnessed  the  affair,  also 
testified  A.  E.  McManus  took  the 
stand  himself  and  testified  that,  as  an 
automobile  driver  of  experience  he 
was  positive  Richards  could  not  have 
been  running  his  car  at  a  speed  ex- 
ooeding  four  miles  an  hour,  and  made 
tho  two  turns  he  did  Just  prior  to  and 
immediately  after  the  accident,  in 
view  of  the  fact  that  the  pavement 
was  wet  and  slippeO' 

Testimony  showed  that  Richards  was 
in  the  machine  by  himself,  going  east 
on  the  wrong  side  of  the  street.  There 
were  three  or  four  cars  and  several 
wagons  at  the  corrwr  of  Lake  avenue 
and  Superior  street,  and  to  get  past 
them  Richards  steered  from  the  soutn 
^Ide  of  the  street  to  the  north.  He 
'round^Vtho  end  or  the  West  Duluth 
car  which  was  standing  at  the  eorner. 
headed  west,  and  taking  on  passen- 
gers A  cro^d  of  people  were  board - 
fnV  the  car,  and  before  they  could  get 
oul  of  the  way  .  the  auto  was  among 
them  Dr.  McCoy  was  knocked  down

under  perfect  control,  that  he  was 
running  very  slowly,  and  that  he  did 
not  see  the  people  until  he  rounded  tho 
end  of  the  car.  He  also  said  he 
sounded  an  alarm  on  the  auto  horn,  but 
other  witnessefi  said  they  did  not  hear 
It  Evidence  showed  that  Richards  had 
been  In  charge  of  the  Hepworth  ma- 
chine about  ten  days,  and  tliat  aside 
from  that  he  was  practically  wituout 
experience. 

Attorney  McManus  made  a  strong 
plea  to  keep  his  client  out  of  Jail.  iVi 
cited  his  youth,  his  good  cnaracter  and 
his  past  good  record  as  reasons  tor 
leniency  Mr  McManus  said  he  knew 
the  court  had  a  tendency  to  be  severe 
in  cases  of  this  kind,  but  said  circum- 
stances surrounding  this  particular 
case,  were  such  as  to  make  leniency- 
desirable.  He  assorted  that  t  nught 
ruin  Richards'  whole  life  to  place  him 
In  Jail  among  the  rough  characters  to 
be  found  there. 

"There  is  no  court  In  the  Unite  J 
State.s  that  has  been  so  lenient  as  this 
court  In  cases  of  this  character,  said 
Judge  Windom.  "'We  have  tried  not  to 
be  severe.  At  first  we  began  by  ad- 
ministering reprimands,  and  very  light 
fines.  That  had  no  effect.  Thf  n  we 
tried  heavier  fines.  Still  no  benefits 
were  to  be  seen.  Then  we  threatend 
that  furthr  offense  would  be  punished 
by  jail  sentences.  The  threats  had  no 
effect,  and  still  wo  handed  out  fines. 

•This  thing  has  gone  on  long  enough. 
This  reckless  di.<5regard  for  the  public'.'^ 
safety  must  stop.  We  have  stood  all 
we  are  going  to  stand.  You  argue 
that  the  whole  after  life  of  the  youth 
might  be  affected  by  a  sentence  In  jail. 
But  putting  him  In  Jail  might  uave 
flfteen*^or  twenty  lives  about  town,  as 
the  result  of  the  wholesome  'Effect  such 
action  would  have  on  othPr  chauffeurs 
"It  is  ridiculous  to  maintain  that 
Richards  was  not  exceeding  a  .-speed 
of  four  miles  an  hour.  You  yourself. 
Mr.  McManus.  have  argued  time  and 
time  again  beiore  this  court  that  an 
automobile  run  at  a  speed  of  four 
miles  an  hour  or  less  could  Inflict  no 
damage.  Richards  testifies  that  he  saw 
tho  crowd  of  people  when  a  car  length 
or  thirty-four  feet,  distant,  and  still 
he   didn't  s'ton."  „    .,    ,- 

Assistant  City  Attorney  E.  J.  Kenney, 
prosecuting  for  the  state,  said  that  in 
cases  of  this  kind  the  argument  put  up 
was  always  the  same— a  poor  young 
man  with  a  good  record,  deserving  of 
leniency.  He  asserted  that  fines  seemed 
to  have  no  effect,  and  thought  It  high 
time  that  a  lail  sentence  were  being 
tried  He  didn't  see  how  speeding  could 
be  stopped  otherwise,  for  tho  class  of 
people  involved  did  not  appear  to  care 
In  the  least  for  a  fine. 

"I  do  not  think  It  right  that  Mr. 
Hepworth  should  be  ma<3e  to  T>ay  a  fine." 
continued  Judge  Windom.  "What  would 
be  the  ise?  He  had  nothing  to  do  with 
the  reckless  driving.  It  was  all  thfi 
fault  of  Richards.  This  is  nearly  always 
true  in  these  cases.  Accidents  always 
occur  when  the  owners  are  not  in  the 
machines  I  do  not  believe  In  punishing 
a  man  who  w.vs  not  present.  The  chauf- 
fr'urs  become  reckless  as  soon  as  their 
employers  are  out  of  sight.  "The  own- 
ers cmnot  watch  them  all  the  time.  The 
great  trouble  is.  most  of  these  dTlvers 
are  mere  boys.  They  lose  their  head  In 
f\xv  emergency,  where  an  older  man  would? 
come  out  of  it  all  right.  Something  has 
got  to  be  don©  to  stop  the  reckless  driv- 
ing.    That    is   all   there  is   to   it. 

"Thero  are  no  extenuating  circum- 
stances In  this  case.  The  fact  th.^t 
Richards  was  driving  on  the  wrong  side 
of  the  street  from  what  he  shouid  have 
been  does  not  necessarily  enter  into  the 
case  at  all.  As  Mr.  McManus  says, 
teams  do  this  every  day.  But  we  do 
not  hear  of  teams  being  driven  at  a 
gaJkjn  into  a  crowd  of  people  getting 
on  to  a  street  car.  The  young  man  a 
punishment  would  be  as  deserved  if  he 
ha-:  been  on  the  other  side  of  the  street 
In  "a  -case   such   as    this. 

•This  Is  the  first  jail  sentence  to  be 
Imposed  for  an  offense  of  this  character. 
Therefore  I  shall  not  ho  severe.  I  mere- 
ly want  to  demonstrate  to  others  that

Chippewa    Indian    De- 
fends Old  Home  in 
Land  Contest 


Occupied  Land  for  Thirty 

Years  But  Had  No' 

Title. 


The  history  of  frontier  days,  when 
red  and  white  man  fought  in  hand  to 
hand  conflict  for  tho  possession  of 
land,  is  being  re-enacted  today.  In- 
stead of  the  forest  primeval,  the  bat- 
tlettild  ia  the  contest  room  of  the 
United  States  land  office.  Tho  noble 
red  man  of  war  paint,  scalp  feather 
and  blanket  days  is  transformed  Into 
a  dapper  American  citizen,  attired  in 
clothes  of  approved  cut  and  white 
linen.  The  bow  and  arrow  and  flint 
lock  alike  give  place  to  wits  and  legal 
knowledge.  There  is  no  bloodshed, 
no  scalping  and  no  wild,  savage  war 
whoops  Everything  is  quiet  and  or- 
derly in  the  battle  of  wits,  though 
the  land  at  stake  is  much  more  valu- 
able now  than  it  was  when  white  men 
were  few  and  reds  many,  and  the  lim- 
itless forests  stretched  out  for  the 
possession  of  whoever  could  hold 
them. 

For  over  thirty  years.  Ke-che-no- 
dines.  a  Chippewa  Imiian.  who  had 
been  dubbtd  "Big  Pete"  for  identifica- 
tion by  his  white  brothers,  lived  on 
a  tract  of  land  near  St.  Cloud.  It 
is  described  as  Lot.  o.  Section  17,  T. 
42,  N.  R.  26.  W.  4  P.  M.  Undis- 
turbed by  white  or  red,  he  took  his 
st'uaw  tl'  the  l^ind,  raii^ed  his  family, 
hunted,  fished  and  tilled  the  soil  and 
lived  as  a  man  of  peace.  His  wife 
died  and  then  his  hoy  died  and.  in 
his  grief,  he  became  something  of  a 
nomad.  For  months  at  a  time,  he 
went  away  from  home,  but  he  says  he 
always  returned,  as  he  regaided  it  as 
home. 

While  Big  Pete  was  away  on  one  of 
those  expeditions  and  had  teen  iiw.ay 
for  a  long  time  Thomas  Anderson, 
,Jr..  filed  a  homestead  claim  on  the 
land.  In  his  filing,  which  wd.s  made 
at  the  old  St.  Cloud  land  office,  ho 
stated  that  thi-  land  was  no.  then  oc 
cup;.  .1.  Hl-  said  il  I'.ad  i-een  ori.upic.l 
1j\  .m  Indian,  who  had  r.b.Hndtmed  It 
more  than  five  years  bef.^r^.  Th-?  filing 
was  taken  on  the  stloalaiions  and  for- 
uarifd    tr<   Wasliinglon. 

Big  Pete"  was  noti:l?l  ff  Ander- 
son's action.  In  all  the  yeirs  he  had 
lived  on  the  land,  he  had  never  thought 
to  get  title,  but  in  June.  1907.  almost  a 
year  after  Anderson  had  filed,  he  mado 
a  petition  for  allotment.  Tl.e  oflflcials 
of  the  land  department  at  VVa.^hington 
ordered  a  hearing  and  that  is  the  battle 
being  fought  today.  Pete  claims  that 
he  never  abandoned  the  land,  leaving 
it  only  for  short  times  and  returning 
every  "time.  He  denies,  Anderson's  al- 
legation that  he  wws  ivay  from  tiir, 
land  for  over  five  years. 

Tlie  .'.earing  is  "tteiiij;  held  before 
Register  Engle  and  L.  C.  Barto,  finan- 
cial agent  for  the  Chippewa  Indian.-  p.t 
St.  Cloud,  is  appearing  for  Big  Pete. 
The  hearing  was  started  shortly  before 
noon  and  the  testimony  of  several 
Indians  is  being  taken  through  an  In- 
tcipreter   this    afternoon.

"crook  the  pregnant  hinges  of  the  knee"  before  the  auto- 
crat upon  the  throne,  conditions  will  remain  as  they  are; 
unless,  indeed,  the  people  turn  out  the  cowards  and  put 
in  men  that  will  remain  men,  and  will  not  barter  their 
independence  for  paltry  patronage. 

Certainly  the  way  of  progress  is  barred  when  the 
house  of  representatives,  the  people's  branch  of  congress, 
is  ruled  with  an  iron  hand  by  a  man  who  is  controlled 
himself,  body  and  soul,  by  the  spirit  of  reaction,  and  who 
is  actuated  in  every  thought  and  action  by  the  doctrines 
of  retrogression.  If  the  people  arc  to  rule,  if  the  spirit 
of  republican  government  is  to  live,  the  shackles  of 
subserviency  to  property  interests  must  be  stricken 
from  the  house  of  representatives,  and  this  czar  of  plutoc- 
racy, with  his  infamous  gag  rules,  must  be  swept  out  of 
power. 


A  PROPHETIC  PLATFORM. 

"Why.  that  >  a  pretty  g..ud  platform  the  ludependenco 
party  has  put  out,"  suincbi.>dy  says. 

Surclv  u  I.  a  «»..cl  phaioria.  Uid  yuu  ever  hear  of  a 
party  dclibcratciv  putting  oiM  a  bad  one.'  ^omc  parties, 
upon  occasion,  arc  mure  tim.d  about  their  pronounce- 
ments than  others;  but  the  Independence  party  has  noth- 
ing to  lu.,e  by  plain  H>cakiug  and  therefore  has  no  need 
for  timidity,  so  it  can  speak  its  miiid  without  any  of 
the  hedging  that  older  parties  often  tind  necessary  to 
harmonize  the  jarring  elements  withm  their  ranks.  In 
framing  the  new  platform  the  independence  party  could 
and  did  take  advantage  of  the  oversights  and  timidities 
of  the  other  parties,  and  it  spoke  where  they  were  silent, 
and  spoke  boldly  where  they  whispered  cautiously  m 
vague  tones  The  Hearst  party  set  out  to  outdo  both  the 
old  parties  in  the   vigor  of  its  declarations,  and  it  has 

tucceeded. 

There  are  some  things  in  the  Hearst  platform  that 
are  well  worth  studying,  things  that  the  majority  of  the 
old  party  membership  believe  in,  but  that  the  old  party 
leaders  are  still  afraid  to  put  out  as  their  own  doctrines. 
We  foresee  no  great  future  for  the  Independence  party, 
but  its  platform  is  in  a  large  measure  a  rclkction  of 
principles  which  both  the  old  parties  must  presently 
come  to.  or  die. 

For  instance,  the  platform  declares  that  it  is  the  de- 
termination >.t  tlie  liukpciidence  party  to  "make  the 
government,  as  the  founders  intended,  an  agency  for 
the  coninK.ri  go*>d."  N  n  this  is  a  thing  that  i-  very 
much  in  need  of  l)en;g  done;  yet  neither  of  the  old 
parties,  as  they  are  e.iuposcd  at  present.  i>  likely  to  do 
it  immediately.  The  proposal,  no  doubt,  seems  rather 
startling  to  many.  There  will  be  those  who  will  call  it 
"paternalistic,"  •Socialistic."  etc.  Maybe  it  is,  too,  both 
of  the.->e  thiim>;  yet  nevertheless  the  funiiamental  need 
of  the  American  people  is  that  their  government  shall  be 
"made,  as  the  founders  intended,  an  agency  for  the  com- 
mon good  " 

PfMh.ihly  everybody  has  discovered,  in  recent  years, 
that  the  government  has  omc  to  serve  too  devotedly 
the  interests  of  the  few  that  arc  specially  privileged.  It 
is  these  specially  jirivileged  few  who  have  grown  fat  and 
arrogant  upon  the  profits  of  their  privileges,  who  cry 
•*paternali-m"  and  "Socialism"  every  time  there  is  a  pro- 
posal to  make  the  g.ivernmcut  an  agency  for  the  com- 
mon good.  Naturally,  they  cry  out  when  somebody 
•Uggests  that  instead  of  serving  them  the  government 
ought   to  -ei\e  all  the  people. 

That  IS  the  chief  need  and  highest  aspiration  of  the 
people  of  America;  and  they  feel  the  tied  and  are  g(n-- 
erned  by  the  aspiration,  whether  they  belong  to  the  Re- 
pub!  in  n  party,  the  DcTnocratic  party,  the  Socialist  party, 
the  Independence  jiarty  ..r  the  People's  party.  One  plat- 
form may  state  thr  fact  more  clearly  and  tirmly  than 
another;  and  tlie  platform  that  is  hushed  and  subdued 
and  timid  on  this  subject  reHects  not  the  sentiment  of  the 
J.  but  the  fear-;  of  the  few  who  benefit  by  exi>*irtg 

conuiti'jns. 

But  thouis'h  tlii>  is  a  mighty  fine  platform,  progressive 
and  de  ir-\  iM  i:u(i,  it  is  the  platform  of  a  one-man  party, 
a  part}-  1  f^r  the  aninsenient  of  a   wealthy  young 

man;  and  a  can  never  be  in  this  countcy  that  the  people'.^ 
victory  shall  come  in  that  way.  A  movement  of  such 
magnitude  as  that  of  restoring  the  government  to  the 
service  of  the  CMir.niui  good  mnst  come  from  the  people, 
and  car;  be-towed  upon  them  as  a  gift  by  a  dilet- 

tante stateM.ian  bent  upon  self-glorification. 


TAFT  AND  HIS  PARTY. 

When  Republicans  all  over  the  country,  watching  the 
proceedings  of  the  Republican  national  convention,  real- 
ized the  disappointing  nature  of  the  Republican  platform 
with  its  evasions,  omissions  and  equivocations,  many  of 
them  said:  "Yes,  it  is  pretty  bad,  but  Taft  will  be  his 
own  platform." 

When  Republicans  saw  the  nomination  of  Sherman 
for  vice  president,  and  realized  that  he  is  a  part  of  the 
Cannon  congressional  machine  for  the  obstruction  of  the 
people's  wishes,  they  said;  "Yes,  that's  pretty  bad,  too; 
but  Taft  will  be  big  enough  to  make  up  for  Sherman's 
weakness."  And  everybody  said  that  if  Taft  is  elected, 
they  hoped  he  would  take  care  of  his  health  so  that  Sher- 
man wouldn't  become  president,  and  that  he  would  for- 
get  the   Republican  platform. 

In  his  speech  of  acceptance  Mr.  Taft,  very  evidently, 
made  a  strong  attempt  to  meet  these  expectations,  with- 
out turning  himself  into  the  radical  that  he  distinctly  is 
not,  and  without  startling  the  large  interests  which  have 
become  reconciled  to  his  candidacy. 

For  instance,  the  Republican  convention  was  asked 
to  approve  the  La  Follette  proposal  of  a  physical  valua- 
tion of  tlie  railroads,  and  it  refused  by  an  overwhelming 
vote.  The  Republican  party  pretends  to  favor  the  public 
regulation  of  railroad  rates;  yet  how  it  is  ever  going 
to  regulate  them  honestly  and  fairly  without  first  finding 
out  the  valuation  of  the  railroads,  nobody  has  yet 
explained.  As  a  matter  of  fact,  it  is  impossible,  for  with- 
out a  knowledge  of  what  railroad  property  is  worth 
adjustment  of  rates  must  be  wholly  arbitrary,  and  there- 
fore  just    only   by   accident. 

Mr.  Taft,  however,  indorses  the  proposal  in  his  speech 
of  acceptance,  though  he  does  it  very  delicately,  and 
takes  care  to  make  it  clear  that  he  does  not  believe  in 
basing  rates  wholly  upon  the  physical  value  of  railroad 
property.  Nobody  does,  in  fact;  yet  physical  valuation 
is  surely  an  essential  element.  There  are  two  ways  of 
fixing  rates:  to  accept  capitalization,  at  whatever  figure 
promoters  ina>  fix  it,  as  representing  the  value  of  the 
road,  and  to  make  the  rates  return  dividends  upon  tnnt 
capitalization:  or  to  find  the  actual  value  of  the  property, 
regardless  of  capitalization,  and  fix  rates  so  that  they 
will  return  a  fair  dividend  upon  that  value.  In  the  former 
case,  the  pople  are  made  to  pay  dividends  on  watered 
stock,  which  is  manifestly  an  outrage;  in  the  second  case 
railroads  are  permitted  to  earn  honest  dividends  on  an 
honest  valuation  of  their  property,  and  justice  is  done. 
It  seems  quite  clear  that  there  can  never  be  any  honest 
regulation  of  rates  until  the  value  of  the  railroad  prop- 
erty of  the  country  is  known;  therefore  La  Follette, 
Bryan  and  Taft  are  right  in  declaring  for  a  physical 
valuation  of  the  railroads,  and  the  Republican  party  is 
wrong  in  rejecting  the  proposal  through  its  duly  author- 
ized convention. 

The  convention  also  refused  to  declare  for  popular 
election  of  United  States  senators,  though  Bryan  and 
the  Democratic  party  declared  for  it  emphatically;  and 
again  Mr.  Taft  attempts  to  redeem  the  mistake  of  his 
party  by  saying  that  personally  he  favors  it,  though  it 
is  scarcely  a  party  question.  It  comes  pretty  near  being 
a  party  question,  however,  when  congress,  in  full  con- 
trol of  the  Republican  party,  has  refused  to  provide  for 
the  reform.

THE  SPEAKER'S  POWER. 

It  is  too  early  t(»  tell  what  the  "paramount  issue"  of 
the  campaign  of  1908  will  be.  but  whatever  it  is,  it  will 
only  be  a  little  paramounter  than  Uncle  Joe  Cannon, 
speaker  of  the  house  of  representatives,  and  the  ruthless 
manner  in  which  he  exercises  the  power  over  the  house 
that  has  made  that  body  a  machine  to  register  the  will  of 
one  man 

The  Democratic  platform  says:  "Wc  demand  that 
the  house  of  rei-resentati\es  shall  again  become  a  delib- 
erative bod;,,  c'litrolled  by  a  majority  of  the  people's 
representatives  and  not  by  the  speaker,  and  we  pledge 
ourselvo  l<>  adopt  such  rules  and  regulations  to  govern 
the  house  of  representatives  as  will  enable  a  majority  of 
its  members  to  direct  its  deliberations  and  control  legis- 
lation" 

N')  more  shmit  fu]  travesty  upon  free  government  has 
been  furni-.lie<l  m  tiiis  republic  than  the  autocratic  rule  of 
Cannon  Hy  his  rules  committee,  of  which  James  S. 
Sherman,  the  R<. publican  candidate  for  vice  president,  is 
chairman,  he  governs  the  house  as  absolutely  as  any 
czar  ever  ruled  over  a  suppliant  people.  He  says  what 
measures  shall  be  considered  and  what  shall  not  be  con- 
sidered; he  dooms  this  measure  to  defeat,  and  orders 
that  meaSMre  to  be  p.issed.  .■\lways,  the  measures 
doomed  t-)  defeat  are  measures  demanded  by  the  people; 
always,  the  measures  o/dered  to  be  passed  are  either 
desired  by  the  large  interests  or  are   harmless  to  them. 

"It  is  an  inexcusable  t\Mstake,"  says  the  New  York 
Sun  in  discussing  this  pank  of  the  Democratic  platform. 
"to  suppo.se  that  this  condition  of  things  exists  against 
the  win  of  a  majority  of  the  members  of  congress." 

This  is  partly  but  not  wholly  true.  It  is  clear  enough 
tbat  the  rules  under  which  Cannon  exercises  his  unholy 
power  are  adopted  by  a  majority  vote  of  the  house  mem- 
bers, and  that  a  majority  could  throw  them  out  and  sub- 
stitute a  fair  set  of  rules  that  would  make  the  house  a 
really  reprcs<.-ntative  and  really  deliberative  body. 

Rut  they  don't  do  it,  because  they  lack  the  courage. 
No  doubt  many  Republican  members  realize  the  iniquity 
of  the  system,  and  would  be  glad  if  it  were  otherwise. 
But  so  long  as  they  are  serfp,  not  men;  so  long  as  they 


THE  LETTER  "U." 

Very  likely  many  readers  who  are  sensitive  to  such 
small  differences  from  accepted  custom  have  noticed  that 
the  book  publishers  of  the  United  States,  in  defiance  of 
accepted  usages  in  this  country,  persist  in  such  abomina- 
tions as  the  use  of  the  letter  "u"  in  honor,  favor,  arbor, 
etc. 

In  short,  nearly  all  of  the  publishers  of  the  United 
States  continue  antiquated  spelling  customs  which  have 
been  driven  out  of  every  other  use  but  this,  and  which 
not  a  single  individual  in  the  country  except  the  book 
publishers  ever  practices. 

The  reason  for  it  is  very  simple:  the  American  pub- 
lishers hope  to  sell  their  books  in  the  British  Isles  as 
well  as  in  their  own  country,  and  instead  of  making  their 
British  trade  get  used  to  American  spelling,  they  prefer 
to  compel  their  American  buyers  to  get  used  to  British 
meth(jds. 

They  figure,  no  doubt,  that  Americans  are  not  so  fin- 
icky about  such  things  as  Britons,  and  very  likely  they 
are  right.  Yet  with  the  schools  all  teaching  one  style 
of  spelling,  and  the  book  publishers  using  another,  there 
is  more  or  les.s  confusion,  and  there  will  always  be  such 
confusion  until  the  American  public  compels  the  pub- 
lishers to  use  American  spelling  in  .\mcrican  books. 

United  States  Consul  Warden,  at  Bristol,  England, 
sends  to  the  state  department  a  letter  from  which  it 
appears  that  the  sales  of  .\merican  books  in  Great  Brit- 
ain can  hardly  be  worth  the  studied  affront  to  American 
customs  involved  in  this  absurd  practice  of  the  book 
publishers. 

"American  books,"  he  says,  "arc  seldom  seen  amid 
the  flood  of  publications  in  the  English  book  world,  and 
some  works  well  known  in  the  United  States,  particularly 
encyclopedias  and  certain  books  of  reference,  are  practi- 
cally unknown  here."  He  says  that  the  trouble  probably 
lies  in  trade  methods;  that  American  publishers  do  not 
push   their  publications  energetically   enough. 

A  good  deal  is  forgiven  in  this  country  when  it 
"pays"  financially,  and  if  the  practice  of  using  British 
spelling  in  American  books  resulted  in  selling  a  large 
number  of  them  to  our  British  cousins,  the  fact  might 
be  rather  widely  accepted  as  a  satisfactory  excuse.  But 
according  to  this  American  consul,  no  such  condition 
exists.  American  books  are  not  to  be  found  anywhere 
in  Britain,  and  there  is  no  apparent  demand  for  them 
even  with  the  attraction  of  the  antiquated  spelling. 

Thus,  merely  with  a  view  to  a  trade  that  does  not 
exist,  the  .■\merican  book  publishers  ape  British  fashions 
in  spelling,  discarding  methods  with  which  the  American 
public  is  familiar  and  to  which  it  has  become  so  accus- 
tomed that  anything  else  jars.  If  they  sell  any  books 
abroad  at  all,  they  sell  a  thousand  at  home  for  every 
one  exported.  It  hardly  seems  fair  to  the  .\merican  read- 
ing public,  and  the  reformed  spelling  propaganda  ought 
to  be  set  at  work  to  bring  our  American  publishers  to 
the  light.

Young   Painter's   Head 

Crushed  in  Sellwood 

Elevator  SliafL 

Believed  That  He  Was 
Struck  by  the  Descend- 
ing Weight 


John    Bergqulst,    29    years    old,    was 

killed    in    the    elevator    shaft    of    the 

Sellwood  building  shortly  after  4  o'clock 

yesterday  afternoon.     No  one  saw  the 

accident,  but  It  is  believed  his  head  was 

struck  by  the  descending  weight  of  the 

elevator,  as  the  car  shot  towards  the 

top   floor.     One   story   has    it    that   he 

was  struck  by  the  descending  car,  but 

men  employed  about  the  building  say 

this  Is  not  true.     The  man's  head  was 

split  open,  and  death  was  Instantane- 
ous. 

Bergqulst  was  a  painter  eniployed  by 
H.  A.  Hall  &  Co.  At  the  time  the  ac- 
cident occurred,  he  was  engaged  In 
painting  the  iron  work  of  the  shaft. 
In  order  to  paint  around  the  shaft  on 
the  first  floor,  he  instructed  the  oper- 
ator of  the  elevator  to  take  the  car  to 
the  top  floor  and  remain  there  until 
the  Job  was  complete. 

It  was  not  long  after  that  Berg- 
qulst's  body  was  found  lying  at  the 
bottom  of  the  shaft.  In  the  basement. 
The  elevator  operator  denies  that  he 
lowered  the  car  after  receiving  In- 
structions from  the  painter,  and  the 
supposition  Is  that  Bergqulst  forgot 
about  the  heavy  weight  that  desoende 
every  time  the  car  goes  upward,  and 
got  his  head  in  the  path  of  the  weight. 
This  supposition  Is  borne  out  by  the 
fact  that  only  his  head  was  crushed. 

Dr.  Magie,  whose  oflflce  is  in  the 
building  was  summoned.  t>ut  the  man 
was  dead  before  the  aootor's  arrival. 
The  body  was  taken  to  Durkan  & 
Crawford's  undertaking  rooms,  where 
It  is  awaiting  removal  to  Rush  City, 
Minn.,    Mr.    Bergqulst's   old   home. 

The  young  man  has  two  brothers  and 
a  sister  living  at  the  Head  of  the 
Lakes.  J.  W.  Bergqulst  and  E.  H. 
Bergqulst,  the  brothers,  were  living, 
with  him  at  the  Y.  M.  C.  A.  building, 
and  the  sister,  Mrs.  Q.  Hellerstad,  is 
in  Superior.  Bergqulst's  father  resides 
at   Rush   City.

CHEERFUL  TONE 
IN  IRON  MARKETS 

Volume    of     Business 

Taken  as  a  Whole  is 

Slightly  Better. 

New  Tork,  July  80. — The  Iron  Age 
Review  says:  A  more  cheerful  tone 
pervades  the  Iron  markets,  even  Pitts- 
^rg,  for  so  long  the  bluest  spot  In 
the  country,  developing  .some  optim- 
ism. The  volume  of  business,  taking 
It  as  a  whole.  Is  slightly  better,  but 
prices  still  display  Irregularity  and  in 
some  branches  are  even  a  little  lower. 
There  has  been  some  gain  In  the  rate 
of  operations,  since  specifications  are 
coming  In  more  freely,  but  mills  are 
often  forced  to  lie  Idle  for  considerable 
periods,  to  wait  for  the  accumulation 
of  sufficient  specifications  to  Justify  a 
brief  period  of  running.  In  some 
sections  the  pig  Iron  markets  are 
easier,  while  in  others  they  are  steady. 
Plttdburg  reports  sales  of  Bessemer  at 
$16.65  valley  furnace,  so  that  the  mar- 
ket, which  was  nominally  at  $16.00 
for  large  quantities  and  $15  7  5  for 
small  lots  for  a  considerable  period, 
is  now  squarely  lower.  In  the  East, 
a  Pennsylvania  structural  mill  and 
bridge  shop  bought  12,000  tons  of 
basic  pig  at  close  to  $15.00  for  de- 
livery over  four  months.  In  the  Cen- 
tral West,  an  Ohio  car  builder  pur- 
chased 5,000  tons  of  different  Irons, 
one-half  thereof  being  malleable  Bes- 
semer. 

The  steel  rail  trade  remains  quiet. 
Inquiries  for  rails  for  export  are  com- 
ing in  more  freely.  A  Canadian  line 
Is  in  the  market  for  20,000  tons.  The 
Grand  Trunk  business  has  not  yet  been 
placed.  There  are  negotiation.!  penil- 
Ing  for  rails  for  South  America.  Aus- 
tralia and  China. 

In  the  lighter  lines,  wire  continues 
to  make  a  good  record,  the  business 
being  better  maintained  In  the  sum- 
mer than  Is  usual.  The  sheet  mill 
capacity  of  the  leading  interests  has 
gone  up  from  47  per  cent  last  week 
to  51  per  cent  this  week.  The  mer- 
chant pipe  trade  Is  developing  steadily 
and  some  larger  projects  are  under 
negotiation. 

The  tin  plate  industry  is  showing 
signs  of  tapering  off  in  the  activity. 
The  canners  are  now  supplied  for  the 
season.

Langley.  a  leading:  scientist,  began  ex- 
periments at  Pittsburg  In  an  effort  to 
master  the  problem  of  aerial  naviga- 
tion. This  man,  who  was  honor»:d  by 
the  leading  scientific  bodies  of  Franco, 
England  and  other  countries,  was  then 
laughed  at.  It  was  William  Thaw,  the 
Pittsburg  millionaire  and  father  of 
Harry  Thaw,  wiiO  made  it  possible  for 
Prof.  Langley  to  carry  on  his  experi- 
ments which  gave  to  the  world  the 
knowledge  upon  which  the  aeronauts 
of  the  present  day  ba.se  their  mechan- 
isms. 

It  was  Theodore  Roosevelt,  then  as- 
sistant secretary  of  the  navy  who  in 
189S.  was  responsible  for  tht  T'nited 
States  government  devoting  $5O,0('O  for 
the  purpose  of  paying  tlie  expenses  of 
the  experiments  which  were  conducted 
by  Prof.  Langley  on  the  Potomac  river 
near  Washington.  It  may  devolve  up- 
on Theodore  Roosevelt  as  pre.«ident  of 
tho  United  Stateb  to  make  It  possible 
for  further  experiments  with  the  Lang- 
ley aeroplane.  Today,  Ave  years  after 
Prof.  Langley  launched  his  aeroplane 
model.  It  is  recognized  that  his  ma- 
chine embodies  principles  not  fully  un- 
derstood by  the  machine  building  aer- 
onauts of  today.

Langley  was  so  diSheartenea 
by  the  crttcism  and  comment  which 
followed  his  disappointing  experiments 
that  he  never  undertook  further  ex- 
periments with  the  ill-fated  machine. 
It  was  locked  up  in  the  carpenter  shop 
back  of  the  Sanitarium  instltulien, 
where   it   has   remained   since. 

The  airship  will  bo  placed  on  ex- 
hibition as  soon  aa  room  can  bo  found 
for  it  Neither  the  frame,  the  wings 
or  the  motor,  which  is  considered  lo 
be  unique  in  many  ways,  have  been 
patented.  That  further  experiments

The  board  of  public  works  will  ask 
the  conference  committee  for  $150,000 
as  operating  expenses  for  the  year 
1909.  This  will  Include  appropria- 
tions for  the  city  engineering  depart- 
ment and  the  building  inspector's  de- 
partment. The  board  will  need 
$125,000  for  Itself.  About  $25,000 
will  go  to  the  other  two  department:^ 
named.  President  Olson  says  $200,- 
000  could  be  used  to  good  advantage, 
but  realizes  that  there  would  be  no 
use   asking   for   that   amount. 

The  board  of  public  works  was  al- 
lowed $71,000  for  running  expenses 
this  year,  exclusive  of  the  building 
inspector  and  city  engineer  funds. 
This,  it  is  claimed,  v.aa  hardly  ade- 
quate for  needs  of  the  department. 
Money  in  the  board  of  public  works 
fund  is  used  up  entirely  in  salaries 
and  paying  for  cleaning  and  repairs 
of  streets,  sewers,  bridges,  alleys,  etc. 
New  improvements  come  out  of  the 
revolving  fund  and  the  permanent 
Improvement  fund.  Most  of  the  lat- 
ter is  used  up  by  appropriations  for 
repair  Jobs  asked  for  by  the  alder-

The  cost  of  keping  the  city  s  streets 
clean  takes  up  most  of  the  board  of 
public  works  fund.  The  cleaning 
item  is  a  big  one.  This  year  it  is 
bigger  than  ever  before,  for  there  are 
new    districts    to    be      sprinkled      and 

taken  care  of.
